The present Government purchases and al- 
ways has purchased 6Véerytbing ‘‘at home,”— 
everything which can be purchased heré—and 
the assistance which may be expected from 
the party ho is endeayering by his candidature 
to sustsin may be judged by the conduct of 
their ropresentatives in Parliament. On the 
28th of April last Mr. Burpee moved in the 
House of Commons as follows : 

“‘That Mr, Spoaker do not now leave the 
ohair, but that it bo resolved that pig, bar and 
sheet iron, boiler plate and tubing are materi- 
als fora largo number of important Canadian 
manufactures in extensive uso, 

** That the inoressed burden of duties now 
imposed on such materials enhances the cost 
thereof, to the dsmage of both the manufac- 
turer and consumer and that the duties on 
such materials for manufacturers should be 
reduoed so 6 to enable the manufacturer to 
supply the consumer at a lower coat,” 

During the debate on this motion, Sir L:o- 
nard Tilley said that he had been interviewed 
by American capitalists, who had coneulted 
him in reference to the e tablishment of emelt- 
ing works in Canada, and who told him that 
‘Of wo were sure that this policy would be 
permanent we would invest our oapital, but 
we are in doubt.” To this remark Sir Leon- 
ard answered showing why the party in power 
and its protective policy would be sustained, 
and inthe same speech said: “ And I will 
guarantee the time is not far distant when we 
shall see those iron industries established.” 
And agpin, reterriog to 4 memorial which had 
beon presented last year asking for a r:adjust- 
ment of the tariff with respect to iron; ‘‘The 
Government have considered it, and I do not 
hesitate to.say that if we erred in any partio- 
n‘ar it waa on the side of a low rate of duty. 
That is my juigment, after three years of ex- 
perience,” 47 members, all Grits, supported 
Mr, turpee’s resolution, including Mr. James 
Brown from West Hastings; aud 114—Liboral. 
Conservatives- including the Hon. Mackenzie 
Bowell from North Hastings, voted sgaiust it. 

One of the principle reasons for the present 
appeal to the people is to convince capitalists 
that this country is stillin tavor of proteo-

ported js the silence of the leader of the Op- 
position when tho matter formed the subject 
of two lengthy debates in the House of Com 
mons, He had not one word to sayin its de- 
fence, but silently yoted against submitting 
‘‘the matter for the authoritative decision, of 
either the Supreme Court of Canada or tho 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in 
Great Britain, or by the Supremo Oourt in 
the first place, subject to the fioal aubmissign 
to the Judicial Committee as the Proyinoe of 
Ontario may choose,” Such a course would

Who Wants to Surrender Ontario's 
Territory! 


MOWAT DOES. 
Proved From His own Mouth. 


(From the Owen Sound Times.) 


Mr, Mowat threatened that he was going 
to keep the boundary question as a ory, for 
the Dominion elections, and it is evident 
from the way the Grits are using it that 
they are going to make the most they can 
of it, They are welcome to all that can be 
made out of it; but finding that the facts 
rather tell against them, they raise a falso 
ory and shout ‘* Ontariois being robbed !” 
hoping that from repeated shouting of it 
those who do not know the facts may begin 
to believe this asaertion. Those who are 
faising this ory know that it is untrue so far 
as the action of the Dominion Government 
1s concerned —that neither Dominion Gov- 
ernment nor Parliament have the power to 
take a single acre from Ontario, nor has the 
Dominion Government sought to do so. 
What the latter sivka ' is simply that the 
ee of boundary shall go to the Privy 

ouncil,whor> decision shall be binding, and 
where Ontario will get every inch of terri- 
tory she is entitled to. 

The following are facts which can be prov- 
ed by documents—not wild assertions with- 
out foundation, such as the Grits indulge 
in :— 

When the Dominion acquired the rights 
of tbe Hudson Bay Oompany, Sir John 
Macdonald pressed the desirability of hav- 
ing the boundary between Oanada and the 
North-west defined, and in 1872 proposed 
to Mr. Mowat to refer the matter to: the 
Privy Oouncil. Mr. *Mowat refused to do 
so. If he had accepted then, the whole 
matter would have been satisfactorily 
settled years ago, But in 1874, his friend 
Mr. Mackenzie being in power, Mr. Mowat 
had negotiations with him, and on the 23rd 
of March, 1874, got the Ontario House to 
pass a resolution authorizing him to sub- 
mit the matter either to arbitration or the 
Privy Oouncil, (Journals p. 272.) Mr, 
Mackenzie had no more power to submit 
the matter to arbitration without Parlia- 
mentary sacction than Mr. Mowat had— 
but he never asked the Dominion Parlia- 
ment to authorize him. That summer the 
two Premiers met and agreed to an arbit- 
ration, and agreed to get concurrent. Jegis- 
lation from both Parliaments to give it 
binding effect. Mr. Mowat promptly got 
the Ontario Housé'to pass an Act (chapter 
6 of second session 1874) agreeing to be 
bound by the award—but Mr. Mackenzie 
never askea the Dominion Parliament to bind 
itself to accept the award. Why didn’t he 
do the same as Mr. Mowat, and the whole 
question would haye been settled as soon 
as the award was made? On the contrary, 
he deliberately reserved the right for the 
Dominion Parliament to reject the award 


_when they saw what it was. Here is what 


the Globe said about that on 14th Feb- 
ruary last :— 

‘Had there been any ground whatever 
for suspecting that the award wasin the 
slightest degree too faybrable to Ontario, 
the Dominion Government might have 
beon justified in declining or refusing to 
be bound by it. Mr. Mackenzie, with his 
usual caution, reserved the right to do so for 
cause.” 

What do the electors thinkiof Mr, Mo- 
wat, who went on with an arbitration, 
after binding his own Logislature to  ac~ 
cept it, and leaving the Dominion Parlia 
ment free to reject it? 

The Dominion Parliament, in pursuance 
of the right reserved to them. by Mr, 
Mackenzie, after considering the award 
concluded not to accept it, and the Domin- 
ion Government renowed the offer to Mr. 
Mowat to take the whole question to the 
Privy Uouncil, where Ontario would get 
what she was entitled to, and the judg- 
ment would be final. Was that robbing 
Ontario? On the contrary, Mr, Mowat 
is willing to relinquish our territory by tak 
ing one thirteenth of what he says we are 
entitled to! Here is what he said in the 
House on the 16th of January last, as_re- 
ported in the Globe of next day ;— 

‘‘ He recalled the history of the boun- 
dary question, pointing ont that the only 
ground upon which the Dominion Goyern- 
ment justified its claim to the territory of 
the Hudson Bay Company was that it be- 
longed to the old Province of Ontario. It 
was solely on that contention that a terri- 
tory of 1,300,000 square miles was given 
over to the Dominion. Though having 
obtained this large amount of land through 
the instrumentality of Ontario's claim, 
what was given to Ontario by the award? 
Only 100,000 square miles, or one-thirteenth 
part, was awarded to Ontario, and still the 
Government meanly refused to recognize 
their right to that small amount of the 
disputed territory.” 

If we only got s thirteenth part of what 
we were entitled to, why should Mr, Mowat 
stick with suoh poertinacity to the award, 
and refuse to take the whole osse bofore 
the Privy Oounoil, where it is admitted 
justice will be done us, and Ontario get 
whatoyer aro her rights? 

Nor is Mr. Mowat alone in proclaiming 
that the award did not do justice to Onta- 
rio. Sir Francis Hinoks, one of the arbi- 
trators, hag admitted that every doubdtful 

point,was decided against the Province. Heo 
featured on the subject in Toronto in May 
of last yoar. and here is what he said at 
pago 31 of his lecture : . 

‘*Tt is not o little singular that the 
award was promptly accepted by Ontario, 
although the only questions of doubt were 
decided in favor of the Dominion, Both on 


the west and north the doubts wore whether | 


Ontario should not have had more territo- 


ry. 

"t oyery question of doubt was decided 
in favor of the Dominion and against the

Nor wae it alone in his lecture that Sir 
Franois Hincks declared the doubtful points 
wore all given against Ontario, He dis- 
oussed the matter again in a lengthy com- 
munication to the Globe on the 3rd of Jan- 
uary, and there points out one of the oases 
in whioh territory was taken from Untario 
by the award and given to the Dominion :

Death of Gen. Garibaldi. Dyspe C) = 
SKETOH OF THE FAMOUS ITALIAN’S LONG Biliousness for 


CAREER. 
With the death of General Garibaldi one 
of the stormiest of human spirits has gone 
to its rest. He was born at Nice in 1807, 
and at an early age joined the band of self- 
sacrificing Italian patriots who plotted and 
toiled to free their unhappy country from 
the Austrian and Bourbon yoke, Having 
been found implicated in one of Mazzini’s’ 
conspiracies he was forced to leave Italy in 
1832, and again in 1834. After a series of 
military adventures. to which his, restless 
disposition prompted him during his, period 
of rule, he took o hand in the abortive rev- 
olution of 1848, and when aa the result of 
failure he was compelled to take refuge in 
America, he purayed-for a time ‘the trade 
of soap and candle making on Staten Island. 
With the return of more quiet times in 
Italy he returned by way of England and 
settled down ona farm on the island of 
Oaprera, with which his nadie his ever 
since been associated, and on which he died. 
Marked success in farming did not wean 
him from his steady resolve to drive out the 
Austrians, and in 1860 he took part ayainat 
them in the Franco-Austtian war, which to 
his regret ended in thé ‘annexation of his 
native place to Franve. On his own account 
and at the head of a small forces he sud- 
denly made war onthe Bourbon king of 
Naples, who, after a series of brilliant 
exploits, he compelled to flee into exile and 
the kingdom of the two Siclies was amal- 
gamated with that of Sardinia under the 
reign of Victor Hmanuel Two years later 
he attempted, also on his own agoount, the 
final expulsion of Austria from Italian soil, 
but he was prevented by Victor Emanuel’s 
forces from embroiling the two countries 
in what would have been for Italy a hope- 
less atruggle. Wounded and a prisoner, 
he retired to Oaprera to take the field once 
more against Austria in 1866, when he 
fought on the side of Prussia. In 1870 he 
lent his services to France after the down- 
fall of the empire. He was elected to the 
French assembly, but declined to take his 
seat, and after a few years more retirement 
in Oaprera he was chosen a member of the 
Italian parliament in 1875. He at once 
identified himsolf with an ongineoring 
acheme for the improvement of the Tiber 
and of the sanitary condition of Rome, but 
for some titne past he has been, on account 
of his physical woaknoss, very little under 
the public oye, He was, taken for all in 
all, one of the most remarkable men of his 
ago, and has, though in a guerilla fashion, 
done much toward the realization of his 
life-long ideal, a free and united Italy. 
Qavour and Garibaldi are names that will 
be associated on the page of history as the 
most eminent collaborateurs in their work 
of political regenoration.

T'o the Kditor of the Intelligencer, 


Mr, Eprron, — Being of op{nion that many 
right minded pooplo might vote against the 
Government of Sir Jonn A. Macdonald, think. 
ing that he wishes to doprive Ontario of a» 
portion of her uadoubted torritory, and hav- 
ing taken somo trouble to look into this qaem: 
tion, I wonld ask you to give mo the use. of 
your ovulumns to lay before your readers what 
*ppcare to mo to bea true statement of the 
matter, 

It will be in the memory ot most persons of 
middle ago that afser many assertions of 
olaim made by the Province ‘of Canada, the 
then provincial limits extended to the Rooky 
Mountaios, Those claims, although ably ad- 
vooated by the late Chiof Justice Draper and 
others, were yot found insufficient to induce 
the British Government (which was in sym- 
pathy with us) to adopt them. The mattor 
was only sottled by the Dominion Goyera- 
ment buying up the rights ot the Hudson Bay 
Composan to a large portion of the land, after 
which the British Government not only sano- 
tioned the purohase but granted us more ex- 
tonsive rights to the laad so bought from the 
Hudson Bay Company. 

Manitoba and ths Dominion Goveroments, 
therefore, poasoas the rizhta to those lands 
that the Hudson Bay Company formerly held. 


HUDSON BAY CO, RIGHTS, 


By Letter Patent granted by Charles the 
Second, datvu «he 2ad of May, A. D., 1670, 
theo nvoeying words ore as follows:—'*Wu 
have given, granted and confirmed and hy 
these preéonts, for us, our heirs ond success. 
ore, do. ive, grant and confirm, unto the said 
Goveroment and Company, and their succoss 
ors, the sole trade and commercy of all these 
seas, Btraite, bays, rivers, lakes, creeks and 
sounds, in whatsoever Jatitude they shall be, 
that lie within the entrance of the straits 
commonly called Hudson's Straits, together 
with all the lands and territories ‘upon the 
countries, coasts, and confines of the seas, 
bays, lakes, rivorg, orecks and sounds afore- 
snid, that Are’ not already actually possessed 


') by or granted to/any of our subjects, or pos 


scased by the subjeota of any other Christian 
Prince or State, with the fisbiog of all sorts 
of fish, whales, ‘sturgeous and all other royal 


‘fishes in’ the soas, bays, inlets, and rivers 


within the premises, and the fish therein 
taken, together with the royalty of the sea 
upon thé’ cdasts within the limits asforésald, 

d all ‘mines royal, as well discovered, as 
not digoovered, of gold, silver, goms and pre 
cious stones, to be foand or discovered within 
ithe territories, limits and places aforesaid, and 
that the ssid land be henceforth reckoned and 
reputed as one of our plantations or colonies 
in America oalled ‘‘ Rupert's cane "And 
further we do by these presents, for us, our 
heirs and successors make, create and consti- 
tute the said Governor and Uompany for the 
time being, and their successors, the true and 
absolute lords and proprietors of the ‘seme 
territory, limits and places aforesaid, and ali 
other the premises, sAvING ALWAys the faith, 
Bit oe and soverign domjnion dye to us, 
our heirs and successors, for the same to HAVE, 
HOLD, possessand enjoy the said territory, 
limits and places, and all and other the pre- 
mises hereby granted as sforesaid, with their 
andévery of their righte, members, jurisdic- 
tions, prerogatives, royalties and appurten- 
ances whatsoever to them the eaid Governor 
and’ Company, and their successors forever, 
TO BE HOLDEN of us, our heira and successors,

By this it will be seen that the height of 
land which shed the waters flowing into the 
Hudson's Bay, is the boundary of the above 
Rrant. 

This charter hay been attacked several 
timey without success. The attacks were 
generally mado on its most vulnerable point, 
“the right of the King to grant erclusive 
right of trade,”’ which now is conceded should 
be oftected by Act of Parljament only ; but 
on the point of the right to territory, soarcely 
any lawyer of note attacks it, and it does not 
lie in our mouth to do so, as they hold their 
land on nearly the same tenqgre ag our farmers 
hold their Jands, vig. in free and common so0- 
cage from the Crown, In 1857 the law officers 
of the Crown, Attorney General Bethel and 
Solicitor General Reating gavo the following 
as their opinion; ‘That in our opinion the 
Urown cond not, with justioco, raise the quos 
tion of the general validity of the charter, but 
that on every legal principle, the Company's 
territorial ownership of tho lands, and tho 
rights necessarily incidental thereto, ought to 
be deemed to be valid,”

The Trent Navigation. 


SLR JOHN A, MACDONALD’S POLICY. 


In order that the reader may contrast the 
policy of the Government with that of the 
Grits in regard to the Trent Valley Canai, we

night of the 5th inst, ;

Itwas by more chance 
the Government had the opportunity of 
carrying out that groat project of inland 
navigation, If Mr, Maokenzio’s Govern- 
ment had boon in power six months longer, 
that chance would bave gono. Mr. Mao- 
kenzie offered the whole of the worke to 
the Ontario Government had passed an 
order-in-Counoil authorizing the transfor, 
Mr. Mowat said ho would not take the works 
if he had to keep them in good ropair, Tho 
Conservative Government came in too soon 
for that soheme to bo carried out, Tho real 
object of the transaction was no doubt to 
benefit Mr, Ferris, who would have got largo 
tracts of land had it beon carried out. Tho 
firet thing he (Sir John) did whon he got into 
power was to pass an ordor in.Counoil 
cancelling the contract and olaimiog the 
works again as Dominion property, Tho 
Government kopt it till the royenue bad ox- 

yanded sufficiontly to justify thom in going to 
Parliament as thoy did last session, and got- 
ting a substantial vote which would be suffi- 
olont to add 160 miles of intornal communioa- 
tion to this part of the country, (Choors.) 
It hadto be remembered that the domands 
of the country on the public treasury were 
largo, and thore wore tho So BO for tho 
Canadian Pacific railway and the Welland 
Canal, so that tho Goverment had to movo 
carefully.

andthento charge you avy price they 
please for the goods which you will then be 
compelled to buy from them. 

This measure will also confer an essential 
benefit upon the manufacturers themselves, 
by relieving them from the apprehension 
of an undue home competition, and bring- 
ing them to compete with the wealthy and 
extensive manufacturers of the United 
States, thus aiding to augment the pros- 
perity of that great nation, and preparing 
the way for the absorption of these provin- 
oes into the Model Republic, when the 
principles we advocate shall have produced 
their ultimate, natural, aud designed 
effect. 

It willalso relieve the people of the 
Maritime Provinces from the necessity of 
buying their breadstufis from the farm ers 
and millers of Ontario, and leave them at 
liberty to deal with their neighbora south 
of the boundary, which our Mr. Blake has 
instructed them is their ‘* natural course of 
trade.” 

It will also enable the millers of the 
United States to supply ouc people with

purchasers, and the fact is that coal has 
averaged lower in price under the rule of 
the present Government than formerly. In 
1874-5 Mr. Starling sold coal at 87 per ton, 
and in 1881-2 at 85.75 per ton. 

It will be seen that Messrs. Langdon & 
Oo, are very partioular tc specify anthracite 
(hard) coal. They probably know that the 
Yankeo dealers slaughter sort coal, which 
comes into direct competition with the 
Nova Sootin product. One transaction 
which we lately heard of was the purchase 
of 82,000 tons by a firm in Napanee, the 
price paid for which was $1.95 per ton, 
whilst large consumers resident in the 
United States are charged $2.45 per ton 
for the same coal. Thus a discount of 500 
per ton was given because of the Oanadian 
duty, and as about four-fifths of the coal 
imported into Ontario is soft coal, the im- 
portance of the above fact will be apparent. 


The Campaign. ; 


From all parts of thie district we hear 
the most cheering accounts of the progress 
made by the Oonservative candidates. Mr. 
Bowell has been attending some of the 
meetings called by Mr. Ooe, and with a 
result highly favorable to the Minister of 
Customs, on whose behalf Mr. G, D. Dick- 
son has make some able addresses.

White will address meetings at Tweed to- 
night and at the stone school house, front 
of Thurlow, to-morrow night. 

Mr, Brown’s canyasdin the city shows 
results which assure him of an overwhelm- 
ing majority in favor of Mr. Robertson. 
The organ tells its readers that Mr. Brown's 
Central Committee did not meet on Wed- 
nesday night because of the absence of a 
large number of its members in the country. 
It must be a large Committee if, as we are 
oredibly informed, but six of its members 
were absent, namely three at Trenton and 
three at Frankford. The Bleecker Ward 
Committee also failed to hold meeting re- 
cently because of the small attendance. Mr. 
Brown's prospects are decidedly blue, what 
with Belleville and Trenton strongly ogainst 
him and Sidney rapidly assuming the same 
complexion. 

In North Hastings the electors have to 
choose between one of the ablest members 
of the Government and a man who has to 
hire a politiosl tramp from Yorkville to do 
his speaking for him. 

The Grit organ intimates that Hon. Mr, 
Bowell will not be allowed to reply to 
Hon. Mr. Blake at their ‘‘ demonstration” 
here, If such refusal be persisted in, the 
people will know what to attribute it to. 

The Grit party managers in town tried 
to putes little enthusiasm into their sup- 
porters by showing a transparency in front 
of their committee rooms last niyht. The 
party didn’t ‘‘ enthuse worth a cent.” 

Last night was a busy night amongst the 
politicians. In the West Riding Mr, Rob- 
ertson held a meeting at Eggleton’s school 
house and Mr. Brownheld forth at Harder’s 
school house.

Prospects in Nova Scotia. 


Harrax, June 8—The outlook in Noya 
Sootia was never more encouraging for the 
Liberal-Oonservatives than at present, and 
is far more favorable thanit was three 
weeks previous to the contest in 1878, when 
we oarried fifteen out of twenty-one seats, 
The Grits ace indulging in the usual amount 
of bluster and brag, andthe despatohes 
sent tothe Globe create great amusement 
down here, even more so than the grotesque 
despatches sent to the same journal during 
the elections in Pictou and Colchester Inst 
summer. Our friends in the upper pro- 
vinoes can rely on the following as a faith. 
ful statement of the situation to-day ; 

In Cumberland and Victoria, the Grits 
haye as yet no candidates; Sir Oharles 
Tupper and Hon. O. J. Oampbell will be 
returned by acclamation, and thus redeem 
Victoria to begin with. 

In Uape Breton county, which elects two 
members, the Grits have only one candi- 
date, who has even less chance of being 
elected than when he ran against two 
Liberal-Conservative candidates in 1879. 

In Halifax the Grits frankly admit that 
Daly will be elected, and only talk of eleot- 
ing Mr, Jones, who will, however, be de- 
feated by at least 500 majority. 

The opposition in Oolohester is purely a 
factious one, bets being offered and refused 
that Hon, Mr, MpLelan’s majority will be 
over 1,000. 

In Pictou, Annapolis, and Lunenberg, 
the Goyernment candidates will all be re- 
turned by good majorities. The Grits here 
sro refusing all bets on these counties. 

Inverness, Antigonish, King’s, and Shel 
burne are safe to be redeemed, the Grit 
members for Antigonish, Shelburne, and 
Inverness being elected in’78 by minority 
yotes through three-oornered contests. To- 
day our friends are united, and prepared to 
bet two to one on any one of the seata, but 
oan find no takers. In Shelburne Hon, T. 
Ooffin, Mr. Maockenzie’s Receiver General, 
{s actively supporting the Hon. N. W. White, 
the Government candidate, 

The only counties where the Grits have 
any chance at allare Yarmouth, Digby, 
Qaeen’s, Hants, Guysboro’ and Richmond, 
but it is extremely doubtful if they will 
carry more than half of these, as in nono 
of thom at the present time do thoir pros- 
pects appear any better than ours. 

The Nova Scotia Grits have dropped all 
opposition to the Canada Pacific contract 
and the national Polisy, with the excep- 
tion of protection to Oanadian flour and 
the duty on cornmeal, whioh they declare 
will be swept away the moment they attain 
power. The importance of this to Ontario 
farmers and millers will be at once seep 


when it is stated that while in 1877 we im- 
ported 120,840 barrele of American flour, 
in 1881 we only imported 20,000 barrels, 
thus giving the Ontario farmer a profitable 
home market for 100,000 barrels in Nova 
Scotia alone, besides furnishing freight to 
the [ntercolonial and reducing Mr. Mac- 
kenzie’s annual deficit of $700,000 in the 
working of that rcad to o surplus under 
Sir Oharles Tupper.

Tho Globe's assortion that woollon manu- 
facturors wore making immense profits he 
anid was absurd, as tho facts were that the 
public and not the manufacturers were 
reaping the benefit of the Protective Tariff 
upon manufactured goods. Ho said that 
during the Mackonzle regime operatives 
wore very plentiful, but now it was almost 
impossible to procure operatives, although 
in his business wages were on an average 
20 per cont. higher than in 1878, His 
business had doubled, he ssid, during the 
past four years, and notwithstanding the 
increased cost of labor, he was now rotail- 
ing from his store on Front Street, goods 
cheaper than in 1878, This, he said, you 
may think strange, but it isa fact that 1 
now soll an article of cloth for 65 cents per 
yard that in 1878 could not be purchased 
for leas than 80 cents por yard, Thus, you 
soo, he said, its only by the fnorease in 
demand that Iam benefitted by the Na- 
tional Policy, and its the farmers that reap 
the principal bonetit from this Policy, as 
they supply with food the operatives who 
formerly wore suppliod by the farmers: of 
Great Britain and the United States, whilst 
their woaring material such as I manufao- 
ture is actually 20 per cent lower than in 
1878. 

Tho.prioe of wool this season, he said, 
had little effect on the price of cloth, as he 
said he was paying 2lots. oash for wool, 
when last year at this time it was only 
from one to two cents per pound dearer, 
The depression inthe price of wool, he 
claimed, resulted from the trade demand- 
ing a better quality of goods than could be 
made from the coarser wools generally 
raised here; this change in the require- 
ments of the trade, he stated, was due to 
the increased wealth and prosperity of the 
people, which resulted in the demand for a 
better quality of goods ; this demand was 
rapidly being filled by the Woollen Manu- 
facturers, who were now making a Tweed 
little, if any, inferior to the celebrated 
Scotch Tweed, and which was often sold 
over the counter for Scotch Tweed, and 
which oan be sold for 40ots. per yard less, 
and the result would be if the National 
Policy was sustained, that the Sootch 
operatives would be imported largely into 
this country, the farmers receiving the 
benefits of supplying them with produce 
whilst they were actually purchasing the 
fruits of their labor at less money than 
when the goods were being imported from 
the old oountry. This importation of 
operatives trom Great Britain he consider- 
ed a necessity to the trade, as he had 
doubled the capacity of, his factory but 
could not run to his fullest capacity on 
account of the scarcity of help. 

Like changes in other branches of trade, 
he said, the farmers would require to fur- 
nish manufacturers with a different quality 
of wool ; the best olass for the farmers to 
cultivate was the Southdown, which would 
now command fifty per cent higher than 
the coarser wools now raised. 

In politicos he said thathe might be 
oalled a Reformer, as it wasonly in rare 
instances, even then only when the oan- 
didate was a personal friend, and one he 
considered honest and sincere, that he had 
voted for a Tory candidate, but jn this in- 
stance he said he would vote, along with 
his sons, for Mr. Robertson and the Tory 
Government which had the pluck to in- 
augurate the National Policy, which had 
been of great benefit to all classes of the 
community already, and whioh, if oontin- 
ued, would, he was convinced, relieve the 
country of the vast debt that had acoumu- 
lated, and at the same time be of inoal- 
oulable benefit to all classes of the oom- 
munity,

The Price of Sugar—Grit ie 
sSentations Hxpose: 


At a recent Conservative mosting in Hamil- 
ton the Hon, Adam Brown said in reply to 
Mr, Irvine, one of the Froo Trade candid atos, 
on tho subject of tho price of sugar; 

“Tam going to make statomenta hore 
about the sugar duties which I am prepared 
to verify. If I fix Mr. Irving on his tugar 
eano, then I fix him on all his argamonta, bo- 
cause if I prove him uoreliable ia onc ho is 
unreliable in all, Now, here are figares to 
prove that Mr. Irving's assortion is not cor- 
reot: Ia New York in 1873 the price of 
sugar in bond ia Now York was 7 cents per 
pound. Now, I will explain this matter of 
sugar boiog in bond. The American people 
wisely want all the manufacturing possible 
done in their country, wo they say to. the 
sugar refinor, ‘You put up your refinery here, 
and bring your ships with raw sugar from 
other parts of the world; let us load them 
with froight and make your sugar hero, and 
we will give you a bonus for every pound you 
mako,’ That is how this sugar comer to bs 
quoted at 7 contain bond. Under the old 
Mackenzie tariff this 7 cent sugar laid dowa 
in Canada cost $10.15 per 100 pounds. Now, 
I give you average prices, and the first year 
We came into power, under the National Pol- 
joy, the priceaof sugar at the refinery of 
Montreal was $8 56 per 100 pounds. I do 
not say that there was not also a difference 
in the price of raw sugar. I am not 
prepared to ssy that thore was or was not, for 
I have not the figures. But admitting 
that there was, I am showing you that 
the statements made by onr opponents 
ebout the establishment of a grinding 
sugar monopoly in Canada are not cor-

Mr, Irving firthor says: ‘Tho number 
employed in these placés, including coopers, 
does not exceed 70) to 750,’ I haya written

Disallowance of the Streams and 
Rivers Bill. 


On roferring to the Globe ot February 23rd, 
1881, wo tind when this Bill was before tho 
Ontario House and under disouasion the fol- 
lowing report of what Mr. Miller, the mom- 
ber from Muskoke, o practical lumberman, 
and a strong supporter of the Mowat Govorn- 
mont : 

Mr, Millor paid this was ao oaso of groat 
importance, and should receive the serious at- 
tontlon of tho House, Ho hold that in princi, 
ple all vested and private rights must give 
way to public necessity. But while he hold 
that the principle of the Bill was right, be did 
not think that the Bill was right in all ity 
provisions, The view taken by tho Attor- 
noy General and the Commissioner of Orowa 
Lands was that thoro was no other way of 
dealing with the subject. He hold that there 
was, and the proper way would be for the 
Governmont themsdlves to improve the stroam 
and collect the tolls. Tho Attornoy-Gonoral 
had said that thore were no stroams dowo 
which logs had not already floated ; but in 
that tho Lucey -Gintxel was not well in- 
formod Many of the streams around the 
Goorgian Bay had novor had a log run down 
thom Tho quostion would bo a danger one 
fn the future than it had been in_ tho 
past, and the proper way to doal with it 
was in tho way ho had recommonded, 
Ho approhonded that the Government would 
hoar moro about the question during the noxt 
two yeara than thoy had hithorto hoard, as 
difficulties would arise that the present Bill 
did not deal with. He montioned several 


ways in whioh diffioultins igh’ ooour, and 
anid thoro was o groat expenditure nocossary 
in opening up « stroam ao that logs could be 


run down it, and he very muob doubted if the 


tolls would or could bo fixed so as to cover 
this oxpondituro. Another groat objection to 
tho Kill was that nobody would have control 
ovor the stream. Tho party who mado the 
improvements would collect the toll, but he 
could not control the amount of logs that 
could be ran down the stroam, Ho contend. 
od that when tho tulls wore tixed the party 
who paid tho toll should also pay a cortain 
amount towards keoping the improvements al. 
realy made inrepair, Tho Governoment had 
oxponded some $20,000 upon imp *ovoments 
op stroams in Muskoka, and upon these im- 
provements they had not as yot collected one 
cont of toll. He hold this was nota proper 
uso of public monoy,and said that the Govern- 
mont had a perfoot right to charge tolls 
upon their improvements as well as to allow 
private parties to collect, It was not right 
that certain partios should have their improve. 
monte mode for them, and other parties have 
tho use of their improvements taken away 
from them, Another objection was the man- 
ner in which the tollx were to be collected. 
Tho Bill provided that the toll was to be paid 
when tho logs passed through the slidew ; this 
was an utter impossibility, as the logs owned 
by half adozon companios would be mix-d 
together, aud it was not possible to separate 
them. He objected to the grouad taken by 
the Government that the streams should be. 
long altogether to the public. In Miohiyan 
they built railways in many instances to draw 
out their timber, and it would be no more 
right to compel thoss men to allow other com- 
panies to uso their railway than it would bo 
to compel aman wh» had improved a atream 
to allow others to use his improvements 

After reading the aboye our readers cannot 
but think that the Ottawa Government did 
right in vetoing this Bill.

COTTON AS CHEAP AS IN 1872—HOW THE YAN- 
KEES TRY TO HOLD THE MARKET 


In his evidence before the Committee ap- 
pene to enquire into the effest of the 

ations! Policy on thé Agricultural interests, 
Mr. J, H, Parks, the well-known Cotton 
manufactarer, of St, John, said he was now 
employing 400 haids; in 1878 he only emplos- 
ed 150, so | that the N, P, had’ given employ- 
ment to 250 hands in his establishment alone;

A. Our prices are as low as thoy were con- 
sidering the price of raw material Raw 
material has inéreased, it must be borne in 
mind, since 1878. |The cost of raw cotton in 
the American market in January, 1878, was 
ten cents a pouad. Ip January, 1852, the cost 
was twelve cents per pound. Boston last 
Mohday it was (thirteen cents, To these 
prices one-sight of a cent has to be added as 
freight to the mills. Our prices, compari 
1878 with 1882, aré as tollows:—Cotton rir 4 
from numbers 7 to 10, for weaving parposes, 
were io January, 1878, 23 cents per pound, 
leas our discount of 10 per cent to the trade, 
which would make the net dost 20 7-10 sents. 
The present price is 25 cents per pound and 
10 per cent, off, miking the price 22 5-10 per 
per pound, Thore is thus an inoreaso.of 18-10 
cents per pound. The rest of the raw materi- 
al has inoreased, ay I pointed out before, two 
cents, so that the manufactured article is 2-10 
of acent relatively cheaper io January 1882, 
than it was in January 1878. In carpet warps 
the net price per pound was 22 5-10cin Janu- 
ary 1878 The price now is 24 3-10c. In 
thoso there is an increass of 18-10 cents. 
Therefore, in viow of the isordase ia the price 
of raw material, the factured article is 
2-10 of a cent cheaper rolatlvely thao it was 
in 1878. 

Q. So that compared with the prices in '78 
the prices are really cheaper? 

A. A shade cheaper, I have lately com- 
menced the manyfacturo of ball knitting cot- 
ton, and I am selling it at the same price at 
which i* is sold by American manu/acturers 
in the United States, I will compare the 
price of oneclass, Numbemsixywhich is sold 
by mo, taking the discounts ioto considera- 
tion, at 3961 cents per pound, delivered at 
Toroato, Londos, Hamilton. oto.’ The same 
article cost 40 conts por pound net wash at 
Morse, Kueely * Co.’s mills, Now, Ham 
shire, so that the consemar is saving all the 
duty besides the cost of freight.

Lighting of Public Schools 


HOW AND WHEN MYOPIA IS DEVELOPED— 
SOME UBEFUL HINTS. 


At the meeting of the Ontario Medical 
Association in Toronto on Thursday, Dr. 
Palmer reada paper on “ Lighting of 
Public Schools,” He said that it was 
generally observed that school work fre- 
quently impairs the vision, and that it was 
an evil which should be specially guarded 
against. Most children up to 5 or 6 years 
of age have normal vision, and from this 
age up to 15 is the period of development 
of myopia. From 6 to 10—the school 
life of ohildren—is the period when 
myopia becomes developed, and it is also 
established by careful and extensive 
statistios that the defect increased numeri- 
cally as the pupil advanced through differ- 
ent grades of the school. A bad light is 
one ot the most certain causes, situated as 
it often isin front of the pupil or at his 
aide, shining with a glare on a level with 
his eye and producing groat irritation. 
Badly constructed desks and seats, illheated 
and badly ventilated rooms, wet feet, cold 
floors, excessive study without interruption, 
all act deleteriously to the pupil. The 
doctor concluded an able address by hoping 
that the Provincial Board of Health would 
give attention to the matter and bring 
about such changes as were necessary to 
protect the health of juvenile scholars.

Independents and ths Tariff. 


THE N, P, BNDORSED AS A WHOLE, 


(From the Monetary limes.) 


Mr. Blake reminds us that the present tar- 
iff has increased the rate of taxation, It was 
absolately necessary to raise moro revenue. 
There bad been a series of doficits aggregat- 
ing between six and seven millions, The 
firat duty of any government to the State 
must havo acen to put an end to this conji- 
tion of things; any minister of Finance who 
failed to do so would have been in the last 
degree oulpable and uawerthy. When the 
party now in power said they would have to 
reform the finances without adding to the 
taxou, they proposed whst was impoasible ; 
bat in restoring the equilibrium between the 
revenue and the oxpenditure, they did, it 
must be admitted, 4 statesmaniike and neoces- 
aary thing. 

During the week there was anuounced the 
formation of a national party, coutsining 
some prominent names in Toronto, (This 
party declares the tariff a dead issuo, Its 
members are ali without exception, wo  be- 
lieve, advanced Reformers. The leading | or- 
gaps of the Reform party do not accept this 
view ; while Mr. Blake says, in effect, that 
manofacturers have nothing to fear from a 
change of Government. The party of which 
Mr. Blake is the reongnized leader is not at 
one on this question. The Nationalists are 
only a win; vf this party; they declare 
themselves for the first time and set up 
® platform on the ove of an election. This 
18 not the way to win confidence If a 
pew party is to anaounce a new policy, it 
should be done deliberately when the only 
object of the move plainly is to make the 
new viows prevail, by force of reiterated ar- 
gument, That the Opposition shows a divid- 
end front on the tariff question concerns the 
general public only so faras the effect is to 
create a doubt as to their real position and 
what may be the result of a chango of govera- 
ment. Thore are advocates of the National 
Policy wh» are very decidedly in earnest,and 
thoy desire to know exactly where they stand, 
They believe that safoty is to be found only 
on ono side, and in that side they “put ther 
trust, They see this broad fact, that one 
side supports the tariff and the other opposes 
it; aud they believe that the exceptions may 
betray a fear that a lost cause is being ad- 
hered to at risk of dofeat, 

It is too Jate for any party now to change 
its, position on the tariff. No eleventh hour 
conversion will be of saving efficacy. On tho 
whole, the tariff policy will be decided mainly 
on the old lines. The public only acta on 
broad yeoeral views, Mr. Blake arraigas the 
tariff on the ground that it is not perfect. 
Here he can count on an easy victory. He 
says it in defective, and this few will deny ; 
he says it is unjast, and io some details this 
also is true. Bat tho public do not expect 
theoretical pei fection ; it can overlook minor 
defects in connection with a scheme which 
has the merit of having reformed the finances, 
and it will decide whether the particulars in 
which the tariff is uvjust are sufficiently 
weighty to couuter-balance the general 
results produced,--the raising of adequate 
revenue ani the encouragement afforied to 
native manutactures,

A farmer also declared that he fully 
endorsed the remurks of the speaker who 
had just sat down; and he intended to 
support the present Government, as dur- 
ing the time the Conservative Government 
had been in power, he had found when 
taking his wheat, oats, voyetables, meat 
hides, eggs or butter to Toronto, he could 
always get the highest prices in cash, 
whereas during tho former Government he 
received lower prices. He had always 
been a “Reformer,” but urged his brother- 
farmers, and all othera,to “let well alone,” 
and support the present party in power.

It is a noticeable fact that the last Ontario 
Gazette does not contain the appointments 
of any more placomen.

that —acoording to the testimony of the most 
intelligont and best Informod gentlemen I have 
mot hero, and according to my own obsorva- 
tion—produces a feoling of utter apathy to 
the hearts of most of the operatives, Thoy 
move through the world, cnervatod mentally 
and physically, with stolid indifference, and 
little object in life,even the oxcitoments of the 
hour which stir the most commonplace minds 
scarcely rousing them from their stupor, One 
of my informants, sponking of Hocholaga 
operatives says :—‘ Their lives aro such that 
they become wholly apathotio—a ‘ brutis,’ in 
my oWn language, is the boat torm I know to 
desoribe their montal condition. Their morals 
aro bad, vory bad, Tho conduot of the girls is 
immodest in the extrome,and a doop degrada- 
tion reveals itselt in both sexes when anythin, 
awakens thom for a time from a mode o 
mental life which can sosroely be said to be 
more than mere existence. During a atriko 
at the mills, in which I saw much of their 
conduct when aroused, the suporiutendent 
had to face crowds of mon and girls who spat 
in his face and looked like demons, Even 
the quietest looking girls hurled the most 
obscene language at him and the mayor, 
Threats of violence were mado, but no at- 
tempt was made to oarry them out; tho peo- 
ple are so sunken tnat they were too desti 
tute of courage to attempt anything. I do 
not think there are ten yirtuous girls ina 
hundred, A good-looking girl is almost oer- 
tain to fall before she has long lived in the 
surroundings of cotton mill life,’ A mill 
president tills me ‘that the immorality 
which prevails is frightfal,’ and ho doesn’t 
know what to do to check it. Mill oper- 
atives tell us a somewhat similar story.” 


This is as base and villainous a libel as 
even the practised libollers of the Globe 
ever penned. The vicious class are not 
those who work for their living. They are 
the vagrants who will not work, and who 
prefer sinful courses to honest labor, and 
in times of depression those who, unable 
to obtain work, are driven to desperation 
in their efforts to maintain life, and so 
enter upon a career of crime. We have 
no doubt that many a poor girl has been 
saved from a life of shame by the policy 
of the Government which has provided 
work for her, and many another has re- 
turned to an honest life owing to the same 
cause. The insult which the Globe oasts 
on the cotton operatives ought to be re- 
sented at the polls. 

The foul slander Is thus fittingly contra- 
dicted by the employees of female labor in 
Oampbellford : 

We, who have had much experience In 
manufactories, deny all this as a foul slander 
upon the virtuous and honest daughters of 
honest people, 

Factory employees are, as a rule, ho-est, 
in’ ent, and respectable people, If the 
Globe hopes to get people to vote against the 
N. P. by foul slander of those ongaged in 
factories we think it will be mistaken. 

In Oampboellford there are now between 
150 and men, married and single, and 
young women employed in factories, and we 
contend they are respectable, honest, good 
citizens, and a fair sample of factory em-

Soveral prominent leaders of the Opposition 
(in Ontario) find it hard to hold thoir own in 
their newly arranged constitueacios. Two con 
stituencies have returned members by acolama- 
tion. Frontenac, which gave Mr, Kirkpatrick 
a majority of 815 out of a total vote of 1,029, 
returns him. Mr, Haggart, who carried South 
Lanark by a majority of 324, is returned with 
out opposition, In the Province of Quebec 
fourteen members have been returned by accla- 
mation, of whom one, Mr. Bechard, of Iber- 
ville, is an opponent of the Goyernment. 
Wright, the King of the Gatineau, who carried 
the County of Ottawa in 1878 by a majority of 
over 1,600 votes out of 4,400, has been allowed 
a walk over, Mr, Mousseau’s majority of 160 
last clection was not so large as to preclude 
hope this time. Bergeron’s majority in Beau- 
harnols was 13. The Hon. J. J. C. Abbott 
was ina minority in Argenteuil in 1878, Mr, 
Desjardin’s majority of 700 in Hochelaga was 
perhaps too great to butt against. Dorchester 
returned Rouleau by over 700 in 1878, so that 
Lesage's election was certain, Grandbois car- 
ried Temiscouata by only 127 in 1878. 
Laval returned its semi-independent Min- 
isterialisat, Mr, Ouimet, by acclamation 
at the last election as it has done at 
this. In Richmond and Wolfe Mr. Ives was 
elected over the Hon. Henry Aylmer by 613 
votes. Sherbrooke returned the Government 
candidate last election by acclamation. Bona- 
venture returned Dr, Robitaille in 1878 by over 
180 majority. Daoust’s opponent in Two 
Moun vot only Il votes out of 802 last 
election. Methot was elected by over 700 of a 
majority at the last election. It will be seen 
that the constituencies which have gone uncon- 
tested are those which returned the candi late 
last year by overwhelming majorities, and in 
which no thange of opinion as tothe National 
Policy or other policy was likely to take place. 
In Northumberland, N. B., Mr. Snowball’s re- 
tirement left the field open to the Hon. Peter 
Mitchell. The Hon. John Cos was return: 
ed for Victoria, N. B , by over 460 votes out of 
a total of 1,00 in 1878. Sir Charles Tupper 
was elected by over 500 majority in the t 
general election and by acclamation on his ac- 
opens of a portfolio a few woeks later. The

Ho 
said that the Consoryatiyos contended that the 


National Policy was the only issue before the 
country, but he contended that there wore 
others. He said that the requirements of the 
country wi uld always need a large revenue 
end high duties but he did not agree with the 
present eyatom of texation He olaimed that 
the Reformors were not in favor of free trade, 
which assertion will require him to put Mr. 
Coe into the traces, if ho is oleoted in North 
Hastings, as he deolared himeelf at the nomi. 
nation a froo-trader, He referred to the coal 
tax, which he disapproved of and wanted to 
know why the Minister of Coustoms did not 
burn Nova Scotia coal in his ostablish- 
ment. As the Minister of Oustoms 
has no ortablishment in which to burn coal, 
the reason ia quite evident, and he forgot to 
mention that whore Nova Scotia coal comes 
into competition with American coal the 
Amerioan de-lera give a rebate of 600 per ton, 
whioh shows cliarly who pays the duty. At 
this stage of the meoting the rain began to 
fall, when the gathoring,moved into the Agri- 
cultural building, when Mr, Blake referred to 
the duties on oytton and woollen goods, upon 
whiob ho claimed that the price was increased, 
This statement he gives as his opinion, but the 
cotton manufactorors state that cottons have 
decreased in prive, as|compared with the price 
of raw cotton, siace tie National Policy came 
into force, and Mr, Lazior says that he is sell- 
ing cloth 20 to 25 por cent cheaper now than 
in 1878, Mr, Blake at some length attempted 
to prove that the burthen = of 
taxation bore more heavily on the poor 
man than on the rich man, all of which 
disagreeable state of affairs would be removed 
if the Reformers were oaly returned to power, 
whilst the men now in power state that the 
National Polioy cannot be changed, He claimed 
that the Conservatives had agreed to only read- 
just the tariff and that the Finance Minister had 
said that they only wanted the taxes properly 
imposed, The publio expenditure he said had 
been inoreased, but he allowed that consider- 
able of the increase was justifiable. Notwith- 
standing that the Mowat Government boast of 
a surplus that they inherited, he held that tho 
surplus of the Dominion Government was not 
justifiable because they did not draw it out of 
the Bay ofQuinte but thatit wasareveuuederiy- 
ed from the people, Sir John A. Macdonald had 
said that the surplus was like the old squaw’s 
whiskey, ‘*a little too much was just enough,” 
but he olaimed that the less the better. He 
allowed that the duties on tea and coffee had 
been taken off, but forgot to mention that the 
annoying stamp duties had been removed, 
which furnished a large annual revenue. He 
asserted that the tariff kept sugar up, which 
is contrary to the atatoments of local grocers, 
and to the experience of Hon. Adam Brown, of 
Hamilton, who is one of the best, if not the 
best authority on the subject in Canada, aud 
he says: 
‘To come right down to date, from telegrams 
I have in my hand, I find that on June 3d sugar 
cost in New York $6.53. It w sas high as 35,60 
during the day, and some sold at $6.47, 80 I give 
‘ou an average that would cost laid down here 


.48. At Montreal on that date the price waa 
quoted at 89,25.” 


He objected, he said, to large surpluces, as 
Governments would be inclined to be extrava 
yout iv their expenditures upon public build- 
inxs, No doubt this was intended as a “' fling” 
at tho Belleyille public buildings, and was 
strongly suggestive of the policy he would 
have adopted had he been in power. 

PACIFIO RAILWAY, 

He touched the Pacific Railway matter 
hy htly, and called the contract an extravegant 
one, ashe said it now turned out that the 
Company had got a bonanza, as the lands had 
proved valuable; but he neglected to atate 
that Mr, Mackenzio offered more than double 
the lands granted to the present Company to 
apy Company that would build the line. He 
charged the Company with being a monopoly,

men could be secured to construct the road 
with land subsidy, if syoh land was subject 
to taxation, He deprecated tho references 
of matters in dispute to the Privy Counoll or 
the higher powers inthe Old Country, and 
called upon the people to let no ono interfere 
with their rights. Which is another deolar- 
ation of his favoritism to severance of con- 
nection with the Mother Country. 
STREAMS BILL, 

The merits of the Streams Bill he eaid wore 
drowned in the greater question of whether 
the people of this Province should have the 
right to make their own decisions. Nor did 
he rofer to a Bill of a similar obaracter passed 
by tho Legislature of Prince Edward Island, 
and which was disallowed when ho was 
Minister of Justice, and he did not allude to 
the question of whether the Legislature had 
the right, for party purposes, to interfere 
with the rights of the Courts. 

BOUNDARY AWARD, 
He touched the boundary award question 


with caution, omitting to mention in the 
start that ion the House when tho question 
came up with those present who were pro 
pared, o8 ho know, to RiVO roasona for the 
course they pursued, he was as dumb as an 
oystor, Ho lauded the arbitrators, to whom

is very particular to give us the exact time of 
the visiop. It wasin the thirtieth year, and 
in the fourth month, and in the fifth day of 
the month. So you have had yisions of earth 
you shall never forget. “You remember the 
year, you remember the month, you remom.- 
ber the day, you remember the hour, Why 
may we not have some suoh vision this morn- 
ing, andit be in the sixth month and in the 
fourth day of the month? Tho question is 
often silently asked, though perhaps never 
audibly propounded, ‘‘ What are our depart- 
ed Christian friends doing now?’ The ques- 
tion is more easily answered than you might 
perhaps suppose. Though there has come no 
recent intalligecion from the heavenly city, and 
we seem dependent upon the story of eight- 
een centuries a.o, still think we may from 
strongest inference, decide what are the pre 
sent ocoupations of our transferred kinsfolk. 
After God has made a nature He noyer eradi- 
oates the chief characteristics of its tempera- 
ment, You neyer knew a man phlegmatio in 
temperament to become sanguine in tempera- 
ment, You never knew a man ne in 
temperament to become phlegmatio in tem- 
perament. Conversion plants new principles 
in the soul, but Paul and John are just as dif- 
ferent from each other after conversion as 
they were different from each other before 
conyersion. If conversion does not era. 
dioate the prominent characteristics of tem- 
perament, neither will death eradicate 
them. Paul and John are as different from 
each other in heayen 4s they were different 
from each other in Asia Minor. You have 
then only by a sum in sabstraction and a sum 
in addition to decide what are the employ 
ments of your departed friends in the better 
world. Youare to substract from them all 
earthly grossness and add all earthly good- 
ness and then you are to come to the conclu- 
sion that they are doing now in heaven what 
in their best moments they did on earth. The 
reason that so many} people never start for 
heaven is because they oould not stand it if 
they got there if it should turn out to be the 
rigid and formal place some people photo- 
graph it. Woe like to come to church, but wo 
would not want to stay here till next Ohrist- 
mas, We like to hear the Hallelujah Ohorus 
but we would not want to hear it all the time 
for fifty centuries. It might be on some great 
occasion, it would be possibly comfortable to 
wear a crown of gold weighing several pounds, 
but it would be an affliction to wear such a 
crown forever. In other words we rua the 
desoriptions of heaven into the ground while 
we make that which was intended as especial 
and celebrative to be exclusive employment of 
the heaven, You might as woll, if asked to 
describe the habits of American society, des- 
cribe a Decoration Day,or a Fourth of July, or 
an autumnal Thankegiving, as though it were 
all the time that way. Iam not going to 
speculste in regard to the future world, but 
I must, by inevitable laws of inference and 
deduction and common sense, conclude that 
in heaven we will bo just as different from 
each other as we are now different, and hence 
that there will be atleast as many different 
employments in the celestial world as thero 
are employments hore. Christis to be the 
great love, the great joy, the groat rapture 
tho great worship of heaven, but will that 
abolish employments? No more than loves 
on earth—paternal, filial, fratornal, conjugal 
love—abolishes earthly ception, In the 
first place, I remark that all those of our de- 
parted Christian friends who, on oarth, found 
great joy in the fino arts, are now indulgin 
their tastes inthe same direction, On cart 
they had their gladdest pleasures amid pio- 
tures and statuary, and in the studios of tho 
lawa of light and shade and perspootive, Have 
you any idoa that that affiuonce of faculty at 
death collapsod and perished ? Why so? when 
thoro is more for them to look st and they 
havo keener appreciation of tho beautiful, and 
they stand amid the vory looms whore the 
sunsots and the ra‘nbows and the spring mor- 
nings aro woven? Are you #0 obtuse as to 
suppose that because tho painter drops his 
easel and the soulptor his ohisel, and the en- 
graver his knifo, that therefore that taste, 
which he waa enlarging and intensifying for 
forty or fitty years, is entirely obliterated ? 
Those artists, or those friends of art, on oarth 
worked in coarse matorial and with imporfoot 
brain and with frail hand. Now thoy have 
carriod tholr art Into largor libertios and into 
wider clroumforence, Thoy aro at their cla 
business yot, but without tho fatigues, with- 
out tho limitations, without tho hindrances of 
tho torrostrial studio, Rapbaol could now im- 
prove upon his mastorpicce of Michael tho 
Archangel, now that he has soon him, and 
could improve upon his maatorpicce of the 
Holy Trinity, now that ho has visited thom.

An Awful Crime. 


A OHICAGO MOTHER MURDERS IER FOUR CHILD. 
REN AND THEN POISONS HERSELF, 


A TERRIBLE TALK OF DOMESTIC UNHAPPINESS. 
The olty of Chicago has just beon the scene 
of one of the most awful crimes that has ever 
come under our notice, The acene was the 
bome of Casher Seybold, a baker residing at 
No. 51 Finuell Friday afternoon when he 
lofs his humble home to goto work he was 
the head ofa family, consisting of his wife 
Mary and four children. The following morn- 
ing, about5 o'clock, when he returned from 
his all-night labor in J. H. Campbell's bakery, 
at No. 401 South Clark stroct, he found three 
of his children dead, his eldost child, a girl of 
12 yoars, in the throes of déath, and his de. 
mented wife a murderess, who onded her 
ghastly work by taking the remainder of a 
quautity of strychione with which she had 
previously poisoned the children. To-day 
eybold ish distracted widower, and fora 
time it was doubtful if he would not seck to 
ond his existence, 

Seybold is a Bavarian, about 45 years old, 
aud thirteen yearsago he married, his wife 
having been a soryantin a family on Van 
Baren street. Children blessed their uuion, 
the four who were thus early sent to the 
world hereafter being Matilda, a very bright 
and intelligent girl, 12 yoara old; Antonia, 7 
years old ; Annie, 24 years old, and the baby, 
3 months old Lfow long the three youngest 
had been dead whon the distracted fathor saw 
them is not known, but as the timo appr ach- 
ed for her husband's return from work, the 
unfurtapate mother gave her eldest child tho 
draught of poison, and as she heard her bus- 
band’s footsteps on the stairway, she took the 
dose sho nad reserved for herselé A moment 
later she greeted hor busband and told him 
that she had poisoned the children and they 
were dead, She would soon'bs with them, 
aho said, aa she led her hortified husband, 
why was loath to believe her, into tho aleep- 
ing room. His wife had met him olad in a 
exe of white, her hair fiying loosely over 

or shoulders and surrounded by a wreath of 
artificial flowers, In her hands she also hada 
bunch of flowera, Her appearance alone 
alarmed Soybold, as it was undoubted evi- 
dence of her insanity. She pointed to a tub 
on the floor, hysterically saying. ‘‘I bathed 
them first and dressed them as you see them 
there on the bed. 1 bought tho flowers and 

laced them as you see them, Are they not 
autiful ?” 

The sight, terrible ia the hush of death, 
was pitiful in the thoughts of ‘the innocent 
slaughtered. All four were in white, with 
their hands folded and claspiug white, arti- 
ficial Howers, while white’ wreaths encircled 
th:ir foreheads. The babe lay in the crib, 
its chubby hands heing held by a ribbon, and 
beside it lay Annie. fhe boy lay under the 
coverlets of one bed, and on the other lay 
Matilda. As she pointed to the dead ones, 
the mother, upon whom poison was already 
working its deadly end, threw herself on tho 
bed with Matilda, The father, §etruuk dumb 
by what he saw and appalled by the horror, 
recovered himeelf as his wife fell on the bed, 
and ran frantically out of the house secking 
for help, 

Louis Martin, a grocer, was standing in 
front of his atore across the atreet when Sey- 
bold came out. The pallor of the latter’s face 
and the terror so plainly depicted there at 
once attracted his attention. Seeing Marin, 
the unfortunate despasiringly oried for help. 
His words were so confused that they could 
hardly be understood, but his actions were 
pias enough, and Martin hurried into the 

ouse. Mrs, Seybold was then in cramps, 
but she was still conscious, and aw Mr, Mar 
tin lifted her to the other bed, she begged 
her husband for forgiyenness, ‘‘I am sorry,” 
she said, ‘but it is too Inte, now, Forgive 
me, O, forgive me.” 

Physicians were immediately summoned, 
and soon Drs Moore and Lackner wero in 
attendance, A glance at the bodies showed 
that strychnine had been used, and a brief 
sesrob revealed the poison and the fact that 
it had been purchased at Weibmeister’s d 
store, corner of Twenty-seoond street an 
Archer avenuo. In rummaging about, the 
letters printed below were digoovered. They 
were all written by Tilly, and tell plainly the 
history of that night’s dreadfal work. The 
longest was found under Tilly’s pillow, and 
was probably the lest she “rote. It reads as 
follows : 

“The baby is dead, She didn’t seem to 
suffor. Mother gave her the miedioine, and 
we kissed hor together, Tony didn’t want to 
take his, but we told him we must all go to- 

ether, Then Annie took it, and Tony asked 
‘or his, and they both laid down together, 
Mother is mixing mine, and I am going to bd 
to take it. Toney and Annie don’t suffer any. 
Mother is ready to give me mine, and | am 
ready. Papa will be out of his trouble soon, 
and so we will all be, Iam ready. Good- 
bye. Titty Sey——.” 

Another letter for her father, and probably 
written before the othor, is as follows : 

“ Dear Para,—Forgive us, We will have 
to part from you, mma said it was the 
best that could be done, We are going into 
a better land, where we will all live in peace 
together. Farewell. Thy daughter, 

MATILDA.” 

“Deak PApa,—Buy Tony a flower and 
Anna one also from this money, (Some ina 
box.) It is what I have saved, Tho knife in 
the box is yours.” 

‘Dear Papa,—Please let us be buried 
decently in Wunder's burying ground,ao that 
wo shall all be together. ‘That is a)] wo wish 
of you.” 

Theo, as though to tell the story that her 
playmates might know, she wroto the tollow- 
Ing: 


B : 

‘For Mary Murphy: I will tell you tho 
story of our trouble. My mother was always 
siok, you know, and thought of dying often, 
aud thought how, if sho wore doad, how would 
we be treated, and so thought {t best for all 
to die at onoe, and bought something to kill 
us; the baby firat, Annie socond, Tony third, 
I after, and thon my mother, We did not 
suffer much,and now wo are all out of trouble. 
No pain nor sorrow must we bear. Romom- 
ber me and the family, good-bye, Ploaso tell 
Rosa Morris to take the book I have brought 
home toacbool, Itisnot mine. It is tho 
history of the United States. Take it to 
room 5, to George Caproni, It is on the lowor 
sholf of tho closet.” 

The next addressed to the same porsan, was 
as follows: ie, 

‘Mary Murphy ; Please tell Lizsio Martin, 
Minnie Allon and Liszie Reymond that! have 
forgotten thoir dispute and forgave thom, I 
guess thoy will foolworry for it, They think 
of mo asa thoir friend. Titty Seyesu” 

On tho back of this was soribblod a verao of 
the hymn, ‘There isa Happy Land” All 
woro written on scraps of papor and {fn blae 
ink, They showed the wonderful coolnoss 
with which the little ones mot their doath, 
and tho control of her mothor over hor daugh- 
ter, who thus without foar awaited hor turn, 

la oxplanation of tho tragedy it is stated 
that Mra. Soybold has boon siok over since 
the birth of hor last obild, and her juipd has 
boon offeoted by hor ilinese, The couple have 
apparently lived as happily together av tho 
averago, having shoir oooasional iittle diffor- 
ences, Wodnesday Mra, Soybold was washin, 
and did not have dinner ready at tho usu 
time. This provoked her husband, who spoke 


somewhat harahly at hor ; sha thon throw a 
dish oloth at him, and be left withont his 
dinner, Neithor spoke to the other till yos- 
torday morning. After his loparturo Friday 
afternoon Mrs. Seybold went out and pur: 
chaned tho strychnine, Sho then visited 
some of hor friends and bade them good-bye, 
saying sho was ‘‘going to finish it.” Ro- 
turning homo, sho prepwed for the deadly 
work. Little Tillie, while playing on the 
stroot that ovening, bado all comrades good- 
bye, and said thoy would probably never 
r= rte in this world again, Sho spoke but too 
ruly, 

The Coronor arrived late in tho afternoon, 
and in the evening held an inquest, In tho 
oaso of Mra, Seybold it was determined that 
sho came to her death by a doze of poison 
taken by herself whilo temporarily insano, It 
was decided that the children wore kille | by

Speed of Yachts. 

It may not be generally known to lands. 
mon, but all sailors are aware that, with a 
strong and steady favoring wind, it is pos- 
sible for a sailing vessel to equal tho spood 
of an Atlantic steamship. Mr. Benjamin in 
his article on ‘‘ Th» Evolution of the Amer- 
iosn Yacht” in the forth-coming July Century 
compares the time made by some ssiling-shi 
twonty and thirty yoara ago with that of the 
fastest steamors of to-day, In one ef the re- 
cent ‘fastest passages ever mado” by the 
Alaska, her greatest run was 419 miles in 
twenty-four hours. Before 1850, the ship 
James Baines, built by D.nald MoKay, rao 
420 miles in twenty-four hours. The ship 
Red Jacket, built at Rockland, Maine, ran 
2,280 miles in seven days, or 325 miles per 
diem for a woek. Tho Flying Cloud, Mo- 
Kay's most celebrated ship, once made 374 
knots, or 433 miles, in twenty-four hours and

What Shall We Drink? 

No doubt the saying from the East that 
““wator js bost”’ aro words of wisdom ; yot 
‘Jl aro not of the mind to use water ‘* neat,” 
We aro artificial in our tastes and sentiments 
and having to meet prejadices 4s well ay wo 
can, we anbmit a few recipos to make pleas- 
ant and useful substitutes for those exciting 
snd mischiof-msking drinks now commonly 
in use, promising thatthe demani for cool 
end at thosame time slightly stimulating 
beverages is natural, especially in summer 
time, Heat causes evaporation from tho 
body, and those who aro engage! in active 
oxeroise, or who sre employed in close rooms 
erthe open sunshine, require fluid to replace 
the loss, It should also berememberod that 
much is » oause of profuse perspiration, and 
ultimately of thirst. Persons who are always 
drinking aro alwayo thirsty, Water slowly 
sipped will quench the thirat for a far longor 
period than if taken in large draughts at once, 
All alcoholics, whether in the form of boor, 
brandy and soda, or wide, or cider, cto, 
ultimately increase the thirst, injure the 
liver, and rouder the drinker liable to sun- 
stroke and other forms cf injury to the 
brain and nervous system generally, Iced 
malerages should be indulged in carefully, 
Tempting as they are, they are not without 
danyer; and they inte:fere with divestion 
by lowering the temperature of the 
stomach. As a drink for mankind let 
us specially mention pure old water. A 
fow slices of lc: ain water msako a moyt 
healthtul and refreshing beverage. The 
lemon should bo squeezs{ till moat of its 
juico is mixed with the water, and then two 
or three slices of the peel should be added. 
The acidity and the slight bitterness render 
the water thirst-quenohing. A good-sized 
lemon or two will flavor half a gallou of 
water, Sugar may be added in amall quan- 
tities, if desired, but the less the better ; or 
boiling water poure! on 9 aliced lemon, sugar 
added, strained, and druuk cold, is mooh ap- 

roved, Tea, coffee and cocoa are sil liked 
in harvest work, cocoa being the moie autri- 
tious. Tes of good quality, and made good, 
to whioh cold water may be added, isa han- 
dy and favorite beverage ‘Travellers and 
sportamon allow this to bea refreshing drink. 
Barley water, with a s'izht flavor of lemon, is 
nice in health and sickaess ; and buttermilk, 
when it can be obtained. For heavy labor, 
eithee agricultural or mechanical, nothing is 
#0 sustaining as oatmeal drink, in the 'propor- 
tion of 1 lb. of meal boiled in three gallons of 
water, to which is added a little brown sugar. 
This may be used oithor warm or col, bat 
should be ‘‘ woll shaken bsfore taken,” ax the 
oatmeal subsides to the botton, Those who 
are engaged in work fa: from home will find 
oatmoel, stirred into cold water and drunk

The students at the University of Peun- 
sylvania have nearly all completed their year’s 
work in the dissecting room, and that de- 
partment will be closed ina few days ;in con- 
sequence of which the interesting experiments 
in cromating the dead bodies brought to the 
University will be diacontinued for the pres- 
ent. It is not generally known that a ore- 
matory has been ereoted in the new colloge 
building, and that the bodies, after they have 
beon used by the students, are sent down to 
the furnace and burned to white ashes. This 
disposition of the dead bodies is considered 
by the University people much better than 
the old way of throwing them into a pit 
and allowing them t» decompote, The cre- 
matory furnace is a largo one, built after the 
pattern of theone at Washington, in - this 
State, and will burn as many as eight bodies 
atatime, Asa result of its frequent and suc. 
cessful use recently the Superintendent of the 
crematory has on hand several barrels of asher, 
the mortal remaingof more than a hundred

Sensations of a Blind Man, 


An interesting account has been lately fur- 
nished by M. Plateau, the eminent Belgian 
physicist (who has been blind nearly 40 years) 
ot the sensations he experiences in his eyes. 
Ho has no sense of objective light even whon 
direoting his eyes toward the sun, But his 
visual field is always divided into spaces, some 
of which are pretty bright, and others sombre 
or nearly dark, and which morge into each 
other. Their general tint alternates, in timo, 
between gray and reddish, The relative ar- 
rangement of those different spaces is always 
the same, but the intonsity of their tints va- 
ries. The ocontral space seems now rathor 
bright, now very dark; above and below, and 
on tho left to the limits of the field, thore is 
somotimes brightness, sometimes darkneas— 
but on the right thore is generally a vertioal 
band, nearly black, and beyond this a apace 
which is nearly always bright and reddish, 
Thoso appearances follow all the movemonts 
of the oyes, which probably do not participate 
in the same way in the tints, but M. Plateau 
cannot distinguish what belongs to the other, 
No connection of the gonoral tint with 
the work of digostion observed. Tho 
author states thet he became blind through 
looking fixedly at the sun for some timo, with 
a viow to observing his aftor-sensations, It 
was not till about fourteon years aftor this 
that inflammation of the choroid set in, do + 
troying vision, but during tho interval he 
often saw colored and porsistent halos round 
flamos, oto., and ho advises those who hayo 
suoh yision to consult an experienced oouliet,

medium and common qualities cannot be 


moved except at a very low price, and 


before all are cleared out of the markets 
they will undoubtedly proye a serious 
loss to the owners.

tion or resolutions for regulating and de- 
termining tho mattors following, that is to 
say (sub. Soo, 3.) For declaring that in 
cities a number not exceeding ten persons 
qualified to have a tavern license, may be 
exempted from the necessity of having 
all the accommodations required by law. 

Thon in addition to the requirements of 
Seo. 19, as to bed-rooms, Sec. 20 enacts 
that ‘each tavern shall be shown to the 
satisfaction of the License Commissioners, 
to bo a well appointed and sufficient eating 
house, with the appliances requisite for 
daily serving meals to travellers ; and the 
requirements of this section shall apply to 
all taverns, without any exception what- 
ever, and continuously for the whole period 
of the license.” 

On the Slst of March one Cheevers 
presented his petition to the License Oom- 
missioners for West Hastings asking for a 
tavern license for premises situated at 
south aide Bridge Street, known as Cheo- 
vers’ saloon, which house and premises aro 
stated inthe petition to contain ‘four 
separate and distinct bed-rooms at least, 
and possess all other accommodation re- 
quired by law, including the appliances 
requisite for daily serving meals to travel- 
lers, and for constituting the said premises 
a wel) appointed and sufficlent eating 
house.” 

Now Oheevers by his petition asks for 
a license for a tayern possessing the full 
accommodation. He does not ask to be 
allowed to come under the head of those 
without full acoommodation, The defend- 
ant, who was then, and now is, License In- 
spector, inspected the premises named in 
the petition, and on the same day, April 
24th, 1882, made his report thereon for the 
information of the Commissioners under 
seo. 9 of the Act, as follows ; 

‘* This is to certify, that Thomas h, Cheev- 
ers is a fit and proper person to obtain a Tav- 
ern License, and haying inspected the house 
and promises named in his application, I cer- 
tify that they contain all the accommodation 
required by law for a Tavern, and constitute 
a well appointed and suflicient eating-hoase, 
possessing all the appliances requisite for daily 
serving meals to travellers ; and that Thomas 
H. Cheevers is the true owner of the business 


of the Tavern proposed to be licensed, and is 
known to me to be of good character and re-

At the date of this report, and up to the 
time of hearing the case, the ‘‘six bed 
rooms” were used as bed rooms of Mackio’s 
hotel. They were occupied by Mackie, and 
the bedding and furniture in them was 
Mackie’s property. The sham practised as 
to the bed rooms was very transparent, but 
the defendant mey have been deceived by 
it. Oheevers pointed these rooms out to 
him as his ; and though it would seem ap- 
parent to any onethat they were used by 
Mackie as a part of his hotel, the defendant 
may have believed Oheevers, and he is en- 
titled to the benefit of any doubt which 
may exist, however small that doubt may 
be. Apart from the bed rooms, the prem- 
ises consisted solely of one room opening 
on Bridge Street, and, it appears, a cellar 
underneath, This room had previously 
been used asashop. At the date of the 
defendant's report, 24th April, and on 29th 
April, when the Certificate for Tavern Li- 
cense was granted to Oheevers, and signed 
by the Commissioners, this room was vacant. 
It contained neither chairs,tables, stove, or 
furniture of any kind ; and at date of infor- 
mation—22d May—there was no pretence 
of the premises meeting in any way the re- 
quirements of sec. 20, quotedjabove, which 
apply to every tavern, “ without any excep- 
tion whatever.” 

The defendant’s report to the Oommis- 
sioners concludes by this statement, which 
is added in writing—the prior part being a 
printed form : ‘* Has six bed rooms, no yard 
room; would come under those without 
accommodation.”’ 


When the defendant was giving his 
evidence I called his attention to what 
seemed to me to be the absurdity of such 
& conolusion, if the prior part of his certifi- 
cate stated the truth. His evidence as to 
the place, apart from bed-roomas, is as fol- 
lowa: ‘I thought it was necessary for a 
tavern to have a yard, and think so still, 
OChoevers hasno yard. The license was 
issued to him as one of those that might be 
without accommodation.” On cross-ex- 
amination deft. says: ‘' Cheevers told me 
he proposed moying in with his family. I 
knew the roomon the ground floor was 
vacant, with exception of two counters, | 
inspected the premises on the day of tho 
certificate.

A Compressed-Air Locomotive. 


OOLONEL BEAUMONT'S INVENTION ON EX- 
HIBITION IN THIB OITY, 


(From the N. Y. Evening Post.) 


At the foot of Ninth Street and the East 
River is now to be seen the first Beaumont 
compressed-air motor which has been 
brought to this country. A company has 
béen formed to establish the business of 
making and selling these motors in the 
United States, hayiug bought the patent 
for this ocuvtry from, QGolonel Beaumont, 
the well-known English engineer, whose 
name is connected with the most success- 
fal attempts made to build traction en- 
gines worked by ocompressed-air. The 
American Oompany is known as the Beau- 
mont Compressed Air Oompany of New 
Yoric, and is composed of Messrs. James 
R. Keene, O. N. Jordan, A. B. Ten- 
Broeok, and J. S. Moore, Managing Di- 
rector. Thé Locomotive, together with 
the compressing engine, was brought here 
a few wooks ago and for the last few days 
has been running upon a track laid on the 
wharf. Anordinary portable steam-en- 
gine on wheels drives the air-pumps, which 
are in water and kept reasonably cool by 
this means. Two reservoirs, like big 
soda-water retorts, of a capacity of forty 
cubic feet’each, are charged with air at a 
pressure of 1,000 pounds to the square inch. 
The air-tank of the locomotive is a some- 
what larger retort, having a capacity of 
about sixty oubic feet, Whon it is de- 
sired to charge the locomotive boiler, 
it is connected with the ground reservoirs 
by moans of a pipe, and the compressed 
air obtained from the reservoirs at a pres- 
sure of nearly one thousand pounds. When 
charged such a locomotive weighing eight 
tons, like that on exhibition, can pull two 
cars as large as our ordinary streot oars for 
eight miles. This estimate of its power 
is given by the English agents who tested 
the locomotives on one of the tramways 
running out of London, Ata test made 
last January to determine the quantity of 
fuel consumed, indicated borsepower 0 
compressing engines, and power given out 

by the locomotive, the pressure during 
four hours was kept at’ 1,000 pounds. ‘The 
power oxerted by the compressing engines 
was 65,-29 horse-power, with an actual 
consumption of coal of 4-5 lbs por hour, 
and por horse-power. The power oxerted 
by the locomotive equalled 13-12 horse- 

owor. Krom other experiments it was 
stated that the amount of coal required to 
haul one ton one mile on @ railway was 
9-292 lbs. 

Colonel Beaumont used as small fire in 
his locomotive to heat’ the air whon ‘it 
réaches the cylinders, but the quantity’ of 
coal consumed in this way is insignificant, 
only fifty-two pounds having boon used in 
a four hours’ trial. t

ENORMOUS SHIPMENTS TO EUROPE—AND SEVERE 
WEATHER AND DROUGHTS THE CAUSE, 


A New York wholesale meat dealer givos 
the following four reasons for the enhanced 
cost of beef : 

The first is the enormous shipment of beef 
to Europe. . For eight or nine years past the 
shipments of cattle have averaged 4,000 to 
5,000 head per week from the three ports of 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia. Oat- 
tle were being carried away and eat n faster 
than they were being bred. Not even tho 
vast herds of Texas, Missouri, aud otherjparts 
ofthe far West,. can. as yet produce ‘cattle 
enough anntially to keep up with the demand, 

y if apat acerore is effected by any 
exceptionally unfavorable circumstance. And 
that brings, me to the second cauge of hi 
prices, Two Winters ago we had a remark. 
ably severe season, It is not an over-estimate 
to say that fully half million head of cattle 
eeialied that winter from cold acd hunger in 
the west. The third oause was the excossive 
drough’ that prevailed Jast summer and the 
summer before. Last summer it was so bad 
in many cattle-growing districts of the West 
that stock had to be driyen six or eight miles 
daily for water, Of course, under such condi- 
tions it was impossible to fatten them or put 
any flesh on them. The best that aould be 
h for them was that they would oxist, 

‘en autumn came, and with itthe fourth of 
my. reasons. Farmers found that they were 
offered such prices for their oorn and hay as 
paid them better for their selling it than feed. 
ing it to cattle, Many of them sold their oat- 
tle to the butohers. Others kept the poor 
beasts on half rations of hay and straw or 
chopped cornstalke.

A Few Facts About Bees and 

Swarming, 
BY MR. WALLBRIDGE, 

itis surprising how mach a strong stock 
will o, and equally surprising how little a 
woak one will do, Stocks strong,early in the 
season, aro ttiose which yield the coveted eur- 
plus. Tho metbod pinerally in uso to strength. 
60 woak stooke is to give them oomb-frames of 
brood from the stronger stooks, This is un 
doubtedly a good way, butin the handa of 
the ubskilful ur beginoera may turn out badly, 
A weak stock should not have more brood 
given to it than it coin take caro of i. 0. keep 
warm, aod a btrong stock should not be de- 
priyed of éo much of ity brood ay to weaken 
it matorially, If youdo#» weaken it you 
may have two weak socks, instead of one weak 
sod one strong. If increase be desired you 
will do well simply to keep the weak steoks 
gontly on tho increase or a} least keep them 
from getting weaker by giving brood, and 
when swarming time arrives, sacrifice a first 
swarm, in strengthening at leaét these weak 
ones, Itcan be done im this way, When 
tho awarm issues, tiud the queen and return 
her to the parent stock—you will be sur- 
prised to find how little the parent stool has 
been injured by the loss of the swarm if the 
queen be returned to it. The bees will re- 
tarn to tho old stand where you oan srcure 
tbem in an empty hive, yon then can give the 
bees which swarmed, toas many hives as you 
choose, taking ‘om in your swarmiog basker, 
or empty hive, and giving part to one and 
part to another, in fact distributiug thom just 
as you thiak the necossities of the 
weak stocks require. ‘They will remaio 
with avy stock to which you may give 
them, If they seem disposed to fivht, 
blow a little smoke in amongst them 
and thoy will soon quiet down and go to work 
a5 part of the stock to which you thus have 
given thom, It requires a very nice judg- 
mont to strengthen stocks by giving brood 
early in the season, and [ would not recom- 
mend a beginner to prrotice it at fires. Your 
stocks must bo strong, or you will get no sur- 
pus. By giving brood or dividing the bees 
avabove suggested you will get your atooks 
all strong, and none others are worth keeping. 
As to swarmiog, there are different methods 
of d ing it. If you practice natural awarming 
clip one of the wings of the queen, after sho 
is fertilized, then you have absolate contro! of 
the bees with the least trouble. 


Supposing the queen's wing to be out as re-_ 


commended, when the swarm issues the queen 
will be found within afew feet of the mouth of 
the hive. Secure her by placing a tumbler 
over her, remove the old five arol away at 
least, and place the new hive on the old stand, 
The bees missing their qacen will in a few 
moments returato the old stand, and will 
enter the newhive. Thén allow the queen 
torunin with them and your swarming is 
completed, 

Io six or seven days out out all the queen 
cells but one from tne old hive, and you will 
not be likely to have another swarm from it, 
the same year. You will then have two 
strong stooks, which is as muvh as you ought 
to have if you expect any surplus honey 

If inorease of stocks is the object and not 
surplus honey, there is no way in which 
stocks oan be increased so economically and 
Surely as by the system called nucleus swarm- 
ing. To do this, take a comb frame o1 two 
of brood with the bees on the frame from a 
strong stock, place them in a hiye, and uso a 
division bo: allowing simoly the space 
necessary for the comb-frames ; close the hive 
eniirely tor two diye, then open the entrance 
and give the comb-frames a queen cell from 
one of your choice stocks (in swarming time 
you should alwaya keep queso cells on hand ) 
in a few days, probably tev, you will havea 
laying queen in this nucleus hive; then re- 
move the division board and change ths places 
of the old hive and nucleus hive, You thus 
give the working bees of the old stock to the 
nucleus, You have thena laying queen in both 
hives, which is the great point, Prof. Cuok in 
his book'on Bees, fully explains this method: 
I have practised it with perfect satisfaction, 
Also use a moveable vombeframe hive, he 
principlo in all of them is the samo, You 
can at all times kno the exact condition 
of your stook, by the-facility it giv.« for 
examining it Tho fasbion or form of hive 
tay be such as suits your fancy. Use foun- 
dation, aod you oan extract or obtain box 
honey, a8 you may think mos} profitable. 

If you péreist in using the box hive or log 

gum can give you very little assistance, 
Tho only thiog 1 oan say is when a swarm is- 
sues I would remove tho old hive if pos: 
sible and place the new one ou the old stand. 
The youog bees in it will protect it and you 
will make your new one much stronger than 
if sot on a new stand, asit will get the bees 
which are in the fieldv and wonds whon the 
swarm issued, the bees which wore abseatat tho 
time of swarming all come back to the old 
stand, You may by this method avoid second 
or third swarms, which are soldomof any ose, 
and generally die ia’ ths winter. You oan, 
however, add them as it is caliod 
that is, putting two or more seo nd 
swarms in the samo hive. If they quarrel, 
smoke them liberally, rap on the hive and 
they will soon oease fighting. Qae queen 
will kill the other bofore the next morning. 
This may become a good strong took, Often 
second swarms make good stocke in very 
favorable yoars, but itis not generally the 
Cane. 


Oare of Live Stook for July. 

A shoet of cotton oloth is a great protection 
to horses, screening them from flies, dust, and 
heat, while working in the harvort ficli, 
Especial care must be taken in kooping the 
horses clean. An oocasionsl washing with a 
soft sponge and corbolio soap cleans and cools 
the skin, aids porspiration, drives away tho 
flies, and is in every way healthful and ro- 
freshing. Horses may negroes a bath io a 
streaw at cvyoning, provided they are not 
warm from work, and are not kept in the 
water more than a fow minutes, If tho hor- 
s08 aroat pasturo at night, thoy noed a good, 
generous foed before boing turned out, When 
kopt in tho stalls, a moss of green fodder may 
be givon daily. 

During the hot woathor, cows suffer if kept 
in » shadoloss pasture, A oool, dark and 
oloan stable ia much preferred by them, They 
need an abundacoe of pure water, plonty of 
nutritious food, and should be kept as com- 
fortable as possible, 

theep thet are intended for the butcher 
neod to be pushed forward with liberal food. 
ing. A quert of mixed ground food to each 
auimal daily, with the pasturage, will bring 
them anlakly into good shape for tho market, 
Store shoop need good pasture, with a plenty 
of shado, te dysentery appears jn tho flook, 
romove the sick animals to a cool shed, and 
give ono ounce of onstor-oil, with bran and 
oat-moal mueh. Should maggots be found 
upon the sheep, tar may be applied to the 
aftocted parts. Look well to tho flook that 
shoep do not suffer in any way doring tho hot 
summer months, 

Growing young pigs for the early markot 
aro often yory profitable, They may bo ready 
in 100 days from birth, if well fod. At firet 
tho sow neoda to have rioh food in abandanco, 
thatsho may have a full flow of milk, After 
a fow wooks, lot the young pigs havo moal and

The Troubles in Dgypt. = 


Owing to the excitement attendant upon 
the general olection, affairs in Egypt 
have not received that attention in Oanada 
which their importance deserves, A great 
crisis has ocourred in the affairs of that 
country, owing to tho fanaticism of its 
people, who, enraged at the fact that the 
management of the public finances had 
been placed in the hands of foreigners, 
because the natives had proved their inap- 
titade for such positions, wantonly mur- 
dered a large numbor of the foreign real- 
dents, This outbreak, which was winked 
at by Arabi Bey, the virtual ruler of the 
country, has, says @ contemporary, stirred 
the powers deeply, and will, almost beyond 
doubt, result intho speedy opening of 
hostilities by the English and French, 
whose interests in the Khediye’s possessions 
are almost identical. But, as usual, the 
European powers are at sca in desling with 
an emergency. Instead of opening their 
batteries upon Alexandria,as Lord Beacons- 
held would have ordered, they continue to 
falk of s conference. But what do tho 
Egyptians care, since they know that they 


~ ean beat an English Oonsul and demolish 6 


whole street in sight of a dozen iron-olads 
sent out to prevent these very ocourrences | 

The action of the Christian powers and 
the non-action of the combined flevts are 
the best encouragement for the Egyptians 
to do as they please, to disregard the 
European concert, and to fear no visible 
enemy until he fights. The empty brava- 
do of Arabi Pasha proves very little ox- 
cept that the prestige of the western pow- 
ers Is not recognized in Oairo. This Arabi 
Bey, the rebellious head of Egypt, as min- 
Ister, is greater than his ostensible super- 
for, the weak and vascillating Khedive,and 
was scarcely known a year ego. He was 
then a colonel in the Egyptian army. 
Prompted by ambition, s sense of the 
Khedive’s weakness, and, it may be, a mis- 
taken patriotism, jealous of foreign inter- 
ference in the affairs of his country, he has 
gradually gained the power which has 
necessitated the presence of the French 
and English fleets in Egyptian waters and 
s conference of some of the principal pow- 
ers of Europe. 

Unless he should prove to bea man of 
far less sense than he seems, he will decline 
to fight against overwhelming odds in de- 
fense of the defiant attitude he has assumed. 
Meanwhile the delay of action by the pow- 
ers of Europe maintains his power, which 
will prove short lived unless the nations 
whose duty and policy lie in settling the 
difficulty with the Khedive, instead of doing 
this fall to quarrelling and fighting among 
themselves. The situation is interesting as 
well as critical. 

Thus far it is not clear what will be done 
by England and Franoé. But the present 

i of things both at Alexandria and 
‘Osiro will have a disastrous effect of Eur- 
opean interests in Egypt ; and it will have 
a still more disastrous effect upon Glad- 
stone’s Government. The holders of Egyp- 
tian bonds are already loud in their denun- 
elations of Gladstone's inefficiency. The 
honor and pocket of the nation have been 
struck, and the result will inevitably hasten 
Gladstone's downfall.

To-day we have to record such a triumph 
over physical difficalties as would have been 
ineredible, and even unimaginable, a very 
few years ago.

But this has actually come 
to pass. We seem only just now to bave 
arrived at the certainty that meat oan

after @ passage of ninety-cight days across the 
tropics ; indeed, for a large part of the yoyage 
in heat which Englishmen find almost intoler, 
able.

On motion of Mr, Aylesworth, thé Counoil

Mr. O'Flynn moved, seconded by Mr. Ash. 
ley, that the equalization of the minor muni- 
oipalities for the present yearbo the samo as 
thot of Inet your, 

Mr. Wilmot aid that the only possible 
way of getting out a fair basis of equalizstion 
was to havea valuation made of the whole 
county, Sidnoy’s equalization should certain. 
ly be reduced, She was entitled to thie on 
acoount of an additional slice having been taken 
from Sidney by Trenton. Probably tho Roeve 
of Trenton would consent to this 

Mr, Ostrom said the acquisition which had 
recently been r=o to Trenton at Sidney's 
expense was vory small, He thought that 
Tront n should properly have hor equclizy. 
tion reduced, but ne would not press the 
claim, 

_ Mr. Walker said that the Reeve of Stirling 
intended to apply for a redaction in the equal. 
ization of that muoioipality. 

Mr; White thought that in Dr. Faulkner's 
absence the Council should not act. It would 
be well to wait until tho representative of 
Stirling arrived. 

Mv, Ashloy enid there was no municipality 
more entitled to a reduotion than Stirling 

Mr. Rose said that if Sidcey lost territo 
and Trenton gained it, it was right that Sid. 
ney’a cqaalization should be reduced, and 
Trenton’s ‘should be increased, He moved 
that $5,000 be atruck off of Sidney's equalizs- 
tion, and added to that of Trenton, 

Mr, Ostrom opposed the motion, on the 
ground that Trenton had received no substan. 
tial advantage from tke recent acquisition. 
He did not oppose the seduction of Sidney's 
equalization, but ho thought it unjust to have 
any addition made to Trenton, which had so 
reoontly suffered from disastrous fires, 

Dr, Faulkner. (who had just como in) 

ressed the olaims of Stirling to a reduction, 
Lhere was no doubt that it was assessed too 
high. He had intended to suk for a reduo- 
tion of $15,000, but would be satisfied with 
$10,000 if the Connoil would grant it. Last 
year the Council had made a grant to Stirli 
in lieu of a reduction, but this course coul 
not be pursued this year on account of a reso- 
lation which had been passed, to the effect 
that no money grants shotld be made. 

Mr, Vormilyes said that the representatives 
of Thurlow would support the adoption of 
last yoar’s equalization on oondition that a 
certain school in Thurlow should be assisted, 

Mr. Haggerty thought that Tyendinaga 
as be equalized much higher thanit now 


s. 

Mr. Anderson was of the opinion that 
Huntingdon’s equalization was the lowest of 
the townships, 

Dr, Faulkner moved in amondment, sec- 
onded by Mr. Walker, that the equalization 
remain the same, withthe exception of Stir. 
ling, the equalisation of whioh should be de- 
oreased $10,000, He thought that »t least, 
the equalisstion of Stirling should be as low 
as that of Madco Village, which was much 
more prosperous. 

Mr, Bleecker seoonded Mr, 
tion, 

Mr. Wilmot did not think it right that the 
amount thrown off the equalization of Stirling 
should be assumed by the other municipali- 
tios, but it should be added to the equalization 
of Modgo, with which Stirling had been com- 


pared.

Mr. Hynes pressed the claim of Carlow for 
a reduction, If any reduction were to be made 
it should be made on the baok townships, 

The Warden thought it boat to allow the 
equalization to remain as it is ab present. 

Dr, Faulkner again pointed out that $100 
had beon granted to Stirling last year, in liou 
ot a redustion, but this could not be done this 
year,and it was not fair to allow the equaliza- 
tion to remain as it is, 

Mr, O'Flynn expressed himself as willing 
to grant Stirling a reduotion of $10,000 in its 
equalizstion 

Mr, Wilmot opposed tho reduction of Stir- 
liog’s equalization, That municipality had 
already been reduced $5,000 within threo 

ears, 

Mr, White pointed out that the concession 
which the representatives of Sidney asked 
would make a difference of only $26 in Sid- 
noy’s taxes, It was not worth while fighting 
for and taking up the time of the Oounoil in 
raisiug a discussion over. 

Mr, Poaroe thought, if Stirling was ontitl- 
ed to a reduotion it should get it, He depre- 
cated such a stand as that taken by Mr, Vor- 
milyea as to making aid toa poor avhool on 
condition of his support of the oqualizstion.

The Mleotoral pin y 
The county of Bothwoll stands in tho 
peoouliar position of having both the gentlo- 
men who wore candidates in the recent 
election returned as its reprosontativos, 
although the constituency sends but one 
member to Parliamont. How this has 
happened is thus explained by the London 
Free Press :—' Tho ‘bother at Bothwell’ is 
becoming more bothersome. Tho Return- 
ing Officer, having declared Mr. J. J. 
Hawkins elected » fow days since upon the 
evidence supplied him,Mr, Mills applied to 
the Judge at Ohatham for a recount of the 
votes, or, more properly, a resumming up 
of the votes as they wero furnished by the 
cortificates of the Deputy Returning Oft- 
core. And the way that tho Judge arrived 
at a different result from that which the 
Returning Officer reached was, by troating 
asa true certificate a memorandum of the 
yotes which had been informally endorsed 
on the back of one of the envelopes con- 
taining the ballot papers. But even then 
the bottom of the difficulty in the matter 
was not reached, for there atill remained a 
package of the ballots for which no corti- 
ficate has been supplied, and which the 
Judge could not therefore take into his 
count, as he had not been asked to make 
acount of the ballote cast, bat murcly 
a new summing up of the votes ; in other 
words to do over again the work that the 
Returning Officer had done before, and 
which it has been alleged in the applica- 
tion has been imperfectly performed. It 
now remains for Mr. Hawkins to take the 
matter a step further, and to pray that a 
count of the ballot-papers thomselves may 
be had, so that the bottom truths may be 
reached. Of course, Mr. Mills had agreat 
crow over Mr. Hawkins because he had 
secured under a partial roview of the facts 
a certificate from the Judge that he hada 
majority of the votes in accordance with 
the facts placed before him. But it should 
be evident that such a judgment has no 
permanent value. Indeed, it may be 
questioned if it would goas far as to in- 
validate the return already made in favor 
of Mr. Hawkins by the Returning Officer. 
But the public at large are not so much 
concerned with the legal subtleties of the 
case, a8 to know which of the gentlemen 
has been rightfully elected. To arrive at 
that fact it will be necessary to recount 
the whole of the ballots cast, which it 
should be born in mind has not yet been 
done.”

Another Reform Blessing. 


The Reform Government of Ontario has 
no sympathy with the idea that the people 
should govern themselves through their 
chosen representatives. Hence the con- 
stant efforts of Mr. Mowat and his ool- 
leagues to centralize power in themselves, 
and to deprive the people’s representatives 
In the municipal councils of the power to 
legislate upon such matters of importance 
as the issue of licenses for the sale of spirit- 
uous and fermented liquors, and the regu- 
lation of the salaries of police and gaolers, 
By their interference with the liquor law 
they attain several objects, the principal of 
which are an addition of a considerable 
amount to their revenue at the expense 
of the municipalities, and the creation of 
places for their supporters. The proceed- 
ings of these star-chamber Boards of Com- 
missioners have been in some oases of an 
infamous character, and in few cases have 
their actions been productive of anything 
but intense dissatisfaction, the verdict of 
the people being that the Commissioners 
have abused their power, and that a return 
to the old system, in which partizanship 
was not the chief ingredient, must take 
place. 

But little more satisfactory have been 
the proceedings of the Boards of Police 
Commissioners, which, though not open to 
the charge of partizanship, are yet composed 
of three gentlemen two of whom are not 
responsible to the people, and ought not to 
have it in their power to fix the salaries of 
the police. Recently the Police Cotmis- 
sioners of this city have, in the exercise of 
the authority which an Act of the Legis- 
lature passed under Mr. Mowat’s rule, ip- 
creased the salary of the Ohief of Police by 

$100 per annum, to date from the Ist of 
June, This isan act which we are con- 
vinced will not meet with popular favor, 
as the people are opposed to irresponsible 
bodies dealing with their funds, and this 
fact the Commissioners ought to bear in 
mind. It would be very easy for them to 
meet the wishes of the ratepsyers by con- 
sulting the Council as to their exenditures, 
and we trust that they will hereafter do £0. 
In the meantime, the taxpayors may charge 
this addition of $100 yearly to their taxes 
to Mowat & Oo., for itis a matter of cer- 
tainty that the Council would not, in the 
present state of the finances, consent to 
any addition to the expense of the police 
force, which it isheld by many is already 
too large and too expensive.

The dairying business is looking up in the 
Province of Quebec. According to astate- 
ment published by the June number of the 
Illustrated Journal of Agriculture, there 
were in that Provinoe,in the year 1881,188 
cheese factories, 30 creamories and 6 com- 
bined butter and cheese factorics—making 
a total of 223 establishments. Of these 12 
Were in the county of Bagot, 22 in Rou- 
ville, 19 in St. Hiycinthe, 10 in Nicolet, 31 
in Huntingdon, 6 in Berthier, 6 in Maski 
nonge, 7 in Ohambly, 8 in Misssiequoi, 8 
in Richelieu, 8 in Shefford, 13 in Yamaska, 
9 in Vercheres, and from 5 to 1 in most of 
the other counties. It is also stated by 
Mr. Ernest Gagnon, who makes the report, 
that after May of tho present year there will 
be a Jarge number more of such establish- 
ments in operation, including a school of 
instruction in butter making at St. Marie, 
Beauce. Mr. I. M. Jocelyn will pass the 
prosent season at the school-factory of St. 
Denis, Kamouraska, where the butter and 
cheese combined system will be taught,and 
Mr. 8, M. Barre at Bt. Marie, Beauce, 
where instruction will be given in butter- 


making,and where the centrifugal machine 
will be in use,

THE GARFIELD ASSASSINATION. | 
Justice at Last Satisfied. 


EXEQUTION OF THE ASSASSIN. | 
FULL PARTICULARS. 


Wasittxoton, Juno 30,—Ovor fifteen bun- 


porrons yestorday viowed Guitesu’s 
coffin, at tho undortaker’s shop Hicks, 
yostorday, took to the White Honso a letter 
{rom tho assassin to tho Presidont, The 
letter called onthe Prosident, very poremy-

WasHinuTon, 9:45 a, m,—Guiteau was vory 
rostloss during tho lattor part of tho night, 
not sleeping more than twonty miloutes st a 
time. Towards morning he foll into a sounder 
sleep from sheer oxhaustion. Ho rose a fow 
minutes after ive and broakfasted heartily at 
six, eating stoak, oggs, potatoes and other 
dishes, When thocook took his breakfast 
into the coll, Guiteau told him to bring bis 
dinner at cloven promytly, Hioks, who re- 
mained at tho jilall night, was called into 
the coll soon after the prisoner rose, and held 
a conversation on religious subjsots with him. 

At8 Hicks saw the prisoner again. Tho 
latter made a request fora bath, and asked 
Hicks to go aud sco tho scaffold. Guiteaa 
desirod him to arrange with the Warden to 
have the trap sprung as soon after twolve as 
possible. Hoe also exprossod considerable 
anxiety lest some accident should ooour, and 
insisted that Hioks should eee that the soaf- 
fold and appurtenances were all in a propor, 
safo condition. 

Alter Gaitoau had disposed of these mat- 
ters, he read a poom composed by himeolt, 
whioh he calls ‘‘ Simplicity, or Religious Baby 
Talk.” After reading it aloud he attempted 
to sing it, bat broke down io the effort, whioh 
would havo appeared ridiculous, if the ooca- 
sion had been less solemn. 

Guiteau then talked fur somo time about his 
fature. Ho remarked that his hoart was ten- 
der. ‘I don’t think,” ho said, ‘‘I oan go 
through this ordeal without weeping, not be- 
oause of any great weakaess, for the principle 
in mois strong, but booauso I am near the 
other world I hold to the idea that God ia- 
spired mo.” 

Guiteau subsequently asked that in his 
books all complimentary romarke about 
President Arthur and his administration be 
eliminated. Thon ho prosented to Hicks 
the books that had been the companions of 
his lonely hours. He told Hicks he wanted 
him to offer the first prayor on the ecaffold, 
saying he (Gaiteau) would then read his 
favorite soriptural passage, the tenth chapter 
of John, and offer prayer on his own aovount, 
then he intended, hesaid, to read his poem 
“Simplicity.” He desiredto have the ex- 
ecution so arranged that just as he uttered 
the last word the drop should be sprung, 
Joho W. Guiteau arrived at the jail at nine 
o'clock, and was followed ina few minutes 
by Warden Crooker. Thesetwo, with Hicks, 
had a consultation as to the disposition of the 
body. 

At 9:15 the prisoner came into the corridor 
and exercised fifteen minutes. He walked 
very briskly, making it rather diffioult for the 
guards to keop pace with bim. 

Guiteau generally takes exercise in his shirt 
and drawers, This morning he wore a pair ot 
dark pants, and had a handkerchief tied laose- 
ly about his neck. 

The scene about the jail this morniog was 
unique. The office of the jsil had been given 
completely up toa large corps of newspaper 
reporters, who were scribbling away from 
every table, window-sill, and every projection 
that offers » rest for paper. Many reporters 
remained all night. The private office of the 
Warden has been transformed into a telegraph 
office, and before 9 o’clock eight instruments 
were clicking a merry accompaniment to the 
gloomy preparations goiog on inside the jail, 

At nine thére wasa constant stream of 
persons into the jail. The scene outside was 
like some great gala ocoasion, Some colored 
men had erected booths from which they dis- 
ponsed lemonade, cakes and other refresh- 
ments to tho weary, thirsty poople who began 
before nine to assemble in the road in front of 
the jail. The mounted messengers speeding 
toand from the city and and the carriages 
bringing visitors to the jail, kepta continaal 
cloud ofdust hovering over the road that 
winds through the wide Common, between 
the jail and the city. 

Atten o’clook Guitean oxpressed a desire 
totakea bath. AJarge tub was taken into 
his oell. No one but the death watch was with 
him. Guiteau nervously disrobed and plunged 
intothe bath. It was quite apparent to the 
guard, closely watching his every movement 
to seo if his objectin asking ‘for a bath was 
simply to obtain some employment which 
might dietract his thoughts from the contem- 
plation of spproaching death, that he evinced 
inoreayed neryousnesss, and his frightened 
movements, distrait manner, and marked 
tremor in tone, when ho attempted to speak, 
impressed the guard with tho belief that ho is 
rapidly weakening. 

Wasuinoron, 10:45, a9, m,—The rotunda 
was thrown open at 10 o'clock to the news 
paper mop, who at once flocked in. There 
were fow other people there exoept the jail 
guards and a equad of artillery-men upon the 
high stops leading to the scaffold 

Early this morning the prisoners in that 
part of the jail overlooking the court whore 
the gallows stands, were all removed to other 
quarters, and all the prisoners wore locked 
in cells to prevent them secing what was 
going on, 

Many messages arrived at the jail thi, 
morning, from diff.rent parties, A telogram 
from New York aske if the sonder could ob. 
tain possession of Guiteau’s body, to exhibit 
for the benefit of the Young Mon’s Christian 
Association. Hicks paid oo attention to 
the messago. 

At ten o'clouk 70 policemen arriyed at the 
jail and wero posted alongthe roaiway out.

Tidal Waves on the Lakes. 


The great wave which rushed into Oleve- 
land with such terrific force last Kriday 
morning has revived the stories of similar 
phenomena heretofore, ()n Lake Suporior 
in 1789, opposite Isle Royal, there was a 
sudden fall of four feet in the water. When 
they returned they did so with a rush, the 
vibration continuing for several hours. In 
1834 the waters aboye the Sault rapids 
suddenly receded, andin half an hour 
returned with great velocity, In August, 
1845, Dr. Foster states that while in an open 
boat between Oopper Harbor and Eagle 
River, an enormous surge 20 fest in height 
and orested with foam rolled towards the 
shore, succeeded by two or three swells. 
Dr. Foster observed repeated flows and ro 
flux of the waters in 1847, 1848 and 1849, 
which preceded or followed storms on the 
lake. In 1851 D. D. Brockway reported, 
in a perfeot calm, a sudden rise of one foot 
and three inches, atid in another two and 
one half feet. April 14th 1858, the Mil- 
waukee Sentinel reported a change of level 
in Lake Michigan of six feet. May 10th, 
1823, according to De Witt Clinton, at Ot- 
ter Oreek. onthe Oanada shore, a wave 
came in nine feet in height, and the same 
ocourrence took place at Kettle Oreek, 20 
miles distant, Another in 1830 reports 
three waves at Madison Dook, Lake county, 
Ohio, the first rising 15 or 20 feet. In 1844 
or 1845 a wave came into Euclid Oreek 15 
feet in height, carrying everything before 
it.

PARTICULARS OF THE MURDER AT RAT ‘POR- 
TAGE. 


Winntrec, June 23,—Parties by train 
from Rat Portage bring particulars of the 
recent bloody tragedy which to! place 
there on Sunday, and which resulted in the 
murder of Edward Bescoby, at one timea 
conductor on the Northern Railway of 
Canada, and subsequently on the Oanada 
Pacific Railway. Particulars of the inquest 
are not yet to hand, but the yerdict of the 
jury is to the effect that Bescoby met his 
death through blows from an axe,supposed 
to have been administered by his wife. The 
suspected woman bears a bad reputation, 
and it is not the first time she has made 
an attempt upon tho life of her husband. 
Jt is said that she wasat one time mar- 
ried to Frank Hicks, now living at 
Boffslo, and from whom she olsims to 
have been divorced. She subsequently re- 
moved to Toronto, where she entered a 
brothel and afterwards kept a honso of ill 
repute herself. It was while in Toronto, 
and when a condubtor on the Northern 
Railway,that Bescoby formed an acqusint- 
anceship that shortly after ripened into a 
nuptial alliance, The moment this became 
known it led to his dismissal, and he re- 
moved tothe North-west. His partner 
never abandoned the habits of dissolute 
life acquired in her earlier years, and has 
been a ourse to poor Besooby ever since 
their arrival in the country. Death did 
not oconr aa an immediate result of the 
assault, but took place the day after the 
supposed fracas. Mra, Besooby has been 


arrested as aresult of a verdict of the 
coroner's jury, and is now in gaol at 
Winnipeg.
